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ARTHUR’S WILY MANAGERS 


PREPARING PITFALLS AND TEMP- 
TATIONS FOR THE DELEGATES. 


NEW TRICKS CONCEIVED AND OLD ONES RE- 
FITTED TO DECEIVE THE HONEST OR 
ALLURE THE COVETOUS—LET NEW- 
YORK REPUBLICANS. BE ON THEIR 
GUARD. 


Utica, April 20.—If all the anti-Admin- 
istration delegates prove faithful to their 
trust it is a foregone conclusion that the 
State Convention, which will assemble in 
this city on Wednesday, will be organized 
in accordance with the prevalent anti- 
Arthur sentiment of the State.’ Estimates 
vary as to the strength of the Arthur 
forces. The most conservative fix their 
number at 208, or 41 less than a majority of 
the entire convention. Some place it as 
low as 160, but this is believed to be alto- 
gether too small. 

It is hardly probable that anything, less 
than 200 will be foynd to represent the act- 
ual strength of the Arthur delegation. 
Had the work of the President’s merry 
men been better the number would have 
been greater. Even this number may be 
reduced when the men most active at 
political gatherings appear upon the 
ground and proceed to their work. 
Ex-Senator Platt is an antagonist 
not to be lightly considered, as 
President Arthur very well understands. 
Senator Warner Miller is another. Both 
these gentlemen will attend the conven- 
tion, and both will have much to do with 
sbhapingitscourse. They may be and prob- 
ably are actuated by different motives, 
though their purpose may be the same. 
That purpose is not friendly to the nomi- 
nation of a man at Chicago whose avail- 
ability as a Presidential candidate has 
been so generally questioned from one end 
of this State to the other. 


Notwithstanding that about 289 of the 
197 members who will compose the con- 
vention represent constituencies who are 
opposed to the nomination of Mr. Arthur, 
his friends seem to think that there is a 
fighting chance to control the convention. 
The most sanguine of them profess to be- 
lieve that over 200 of the boys are ranged 
solidly in line for the Administration. 
They have passed the word along that 40 
more must be secured, no matter what the 
eost. That means that delegates are to 
be bought and bribed right and left, 
if the thing is possible. Scouts have been 
sentoutin every direction, with instruc- 
tions to find the weak points in the anti- 
Arthur lines. The scheme which has been 
conceived, and which will be operated 
wherever itis possible, isan old one. At 
this particular time it is invested with all 
the interest attaching to a newly patented 
production. Those who will oppose the 
Administration in convention do not be- 
lieve it will be successful, but they are 
watching it closely, after the manner of 
good Generals who guard well their flanks. 

The anti-Administration delegates are 
classified as Edmunds men, Blaine men, 
and anti-Arthur men. The third class 
comprises delegates who were elected to op- 
pose Mr. Arthur, but who are under no par- 
ticular obligations to support either Blaine 
or Edmunds. The most of them will un- 
doubtedly support the Blaine forces rather 
than see the organization fall into Arthur 
hands. Some of the Edmunds men, on the 
other hand, while they bear no love for 
Arthur, are critics of Blaine, and may 
foolishly conclude to hold aloof from any 
movement which might give his friends 
even a slight temporary advantage. 


. The folly of delegates frittering away 
their strength by stubbornly clinging to 
one candidate was clearly illustrated in 
the memorable Saratoga Convention of 
1882. There a sprinkling of delegates, 
chiefly from the Oneida district, persisted 
in hanging upon the skirts of Mr. Wads- 
worth. The friends of Mr. Arthur invaded 
the Wadsworth camp, and, in the guise of 
Wadsworth delegates, boisterously de- 
manded a caucus which should pledge the 
Wadsworth men to support their candi- 
date to the very end. The argument then 
used was that the Cornell men must event- 
ually come over in a body to Wadsworth. 
The Arthur spies succeeded admirably, and 
their dupes boldly and blindly clung to 
their fragment of aforlorn hope. The re- 
sult of their asinine course, coupled with 
the valuable aid still further rendered by a 
forged proxy, is tolerably well known. 

The policy of the Arthur men is to play 
the old game again, with forged proxies 
barred out, perhaps, as being too danger- 
ous to fool with. In the Edmunds dele- 
gates the keen agents of Arthur hope to 
find the Wadsworth lambs, and if they 
ean’t buy them outright, then to bolster 
them up or perhaps win them over with 
honeyed words and with the argument 
that neither a Blaine nor an Arthur or- 
ganization of the convention should be 
permitted. 

The Edmunds men who jield to any 
such arguments will be sadly fooled. They 
will discover, when too late, that they 
have played into the hands of the Arthur 
men, and that they have done more toward 
bringing about Mr. Arthur’s nomination 
than can be undone in the four weeks pre- 
ceding the National Convention. It is with 
some doubt of complete success that the 
Arthur managers have resorted to the old 
‘ame. They realize that their situation is 
tritical. They will leave nothing undone 
that will give the slightest promise of 
results. 

It is hinted that there is a large number 
of lucrative Government offices within the 
gift of the President; that he has pur- 
posely delayed appointments; that these 
Government positions are to be the reward 
of such delegates as will desert their con- 
stituencies and come over to his support 
at the Utica Convention. Enough isknown 
of the character of some of those delegates 
who are classified as anti-Arthur i; war- 
rant the belief that they can be bought off. 
Ex-Senator Winslow, of Jefferson, for in- 
stance, believes that he could name a good 
number of this class of cattle; so do Police 
Commissioner French and ex-Police Com- 
missioner Clint Wheeler, and a number of 
the President’s friends on the State Com- 
mittee. 

All told, perhaps there are 50 Edmunds 
delegates. They are being sounded. The 
counties of Cattaraugus, Chautauqua, Es- 
sex, Genesee, Jefferson, Livingston, Frank- 
lin, St. Lawrence, and Saratoga are each 
credited witlf one or more. Edmunds dele-

‘licans besides Mr. 
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will all send delegates who have managed 
to conceal their preferences, but who rate 
themselves as anti-Arthur. Itis upon the 
delegations from tbese particular counties 
that the agents of the President have cast 
their eyes. They have some hopes of being 
able to raise recruits from among them. 
No further warning to the voters of 
those counties ought to be required than 
this announcement that the men who 
worked the Folger affair are again 
abroad in the interest of their master, Mr. 
Arthur. Notwithstanding the utter hope- 
lessness with which the Administration 
chances are regarded at the approaching 
convention, his opponents will do well to 
maintain the utmost vigilance in the next 


two days. 
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NAMED FOR DELEGATES. 

Utica, N. Y., April 22.—Four years ago 
the Utica Convention elected as delegates 
at large Roscoe Conkling, Chester A. 
Arthur, Alonzo B. Cornell, and James D. 
Warren. The four alternates were Lewis 
Lawrence, Stewart L. Woodford, Jacob 
Hoysrodt, and J. M. Knapp. The only one 
of these four delegates at large who will 
attend this convention will be James D. 
Warren. It is not at all likely that he will 
be selected this year. The tables have 
been turned completely in the last four 
eventful years. Mr. Cornell will probably 
be selected, and so will Senator Warner 
Miller. Itisa partof the programme, at 
least of the anti-Arthur leaders, to place 
these two gentlemen upon the delegation. 

A number of well-known men are men- 
tioned as their associates. Frank Hiscock 
is the choice of the Onondaga delegation. 
George B. Sloan’s friends will urge his se- 
lection. Some of the Arthur men profess 
to see a purpose in the speech which 
Mr. Sloan made announcing himself 
in favor of Edmunds, and which is 
generally credited with having brought 
about his defeat as a district delegate. 
They are wondering whether Mr. Sloan is 
not a Blaine man after all, and whether he 
has been slated as the third delegate at 
large. Congressman Wadsworth and An- 
drew D. White have friends who would be 
delighted to see such a compliment as this 
paid them by the convention. 

From one quarter and another comes the 
rumor that Lobbyist John J. O’Brien has 
linked his political fortunes with those of 
the Hon. Whitelaw Reid, and that at the 
proper moment he and his heelers will 
back the editor in the tall tower against 
all comers. The memory of that mill- 
ion edition of pony Tribunes which was 
printed two years ago for the Demo- 
cratic State Committee is still green with 
many Republicans in this State. John F. 
Smyth, for instance, might smilingly bring 
to the altar, in the interest of peace and 
harmony, five Albany votes, and there 
serve them up asa sacrifice to the editor 
who flayed him and then rubbed salt in his 
bleeding wounds. There are other Repub- 
Smyth who would 
formally decline to furnish aid to one who 
gave comfort to the natural political 
enemies of Mr. Folger. 

The mention of Mr. Theodore Roosevelt’s 
name gives satisfaction to those independ- 
ent Republicans who help elect candidates. 
His selection would be a concession to 
that element in the party which 
Senator Miller paid such a high tri- 
bute to at the’ Richfield Springs Con- 
vention. To some persons who dabble 
in politics, and who are not ranked with 
the Arthur men either, the bare sugges- 
tion of his name arouses immediate opposi- 
tion. Perhaps the independent element is 
not so highly thought of this year in the 
matter of making nominations. 

The anti-Arthur leaders favor for Chair- 
man of the convention Edmund L. Pitts, 
of Orleans, ex-Senator and ex-Speaker of 
the Assembly. He was their choice at 
Saratoga, and had a fight been made 
over the recommendation of the 
State Committee, he might, per- 
haps, have wielded the grvel which 
fell into ex-Senator Madden’s hands. 
The only other names mentioned 
for Chairman are those of Gen. Husted 
and Gen. Curtis. The friends of Mr. Ar- 
thur are in the majority in the State Com- 
mittee, which will discuss this year the 
preliminary arrangements for the con- 
vention. What their course will be 
about the Chairmanship is problem- 
atical When -the committee of 1882 
recommended Mr. Madden’s name, Sen- 
ator Miller arose and made this remark: 
“I do not understand it to be the province 
of the State Committee to say who the 
convention shall have for Chairman.’”’ If 
the prudent course adopted at Richfield 
Springs is continued, the friends of Mr. 
Miller will be conceded the temporary 
Chairmanship. 

The Opera-house, in which the conven- 
tion will meet, has chairs for 1,634 persons. 
Extra chairs can be provided which will 
give the house, all told, a seating capacity 
of about 2,500 persons. Each delegate will 
be given a ticket entitling him to a certain 
seat on the floor. By the plan prepared by 
Clerk Vrooman and Col. T. R. Proctor, 
there ought to be no more confusion in 
seating the delegates than occurs nightly 
in large theatres. Col. Proctor has al- 
ready received almost enough applica- 
tions for rooms to exhaust the capac- 
ity of Bagg’s Hotel and the Butter- 
field House. Late comers will be 
compelled to content themselves with 
cots. Quarters have been secured at Bagg’s 
Hotel for Senator Miller, ex-Senator Platt, 
Lobbyist John J. O’Brien, and a crowd of 
heelers, Robert G. McCord, Gen. Sharpe, 
Gen. Husted, Gen. Curtis, Gen. Robin- 
son and their personal baggage, Chair- 
man James D. Warren, Secretary of 
State Joseph B. Carr, Silas’ B. 
Dutcher, Capt. Chester 8. Cole, John 
M. Davy, Assemblyman Walter L. Howe, 
ex-Senator McArthur, John J. Platt, of 
Poughkeepsie; State Committeemen Hea- 
cock, John F. Smyth, and Cornelius Van 
Cott.

RESULTS OF REPUBLICAN CON- 
VENTIONS IN OHIO. 
DELEGATES CHOSEN WHO ARE INSTRUCTED 
FOR BLAINE, WITH A CASUAL GLANCE 

TOWARD SHERMAN. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 20.—In the Toledo 
Republican Convention yesterday for the selec- 
tion of delegates to the State Convention a move- 
ment in favor of Arthur was headed by Post- 
master P. H. Dowling and Internal Revenue 
Collector Kumler. A big fight resulted, all of 
the forenoon being consumed in settling the pre- 
liminary work of the convention. It was 6 o’clock 
at night before the questions arising over con- 
tested delegations could be settled, but the result 
was a clear defeat to the friends of the Adminis- 
tration. Of the delegates selected, eleven are for 
Blaine and one for Harrison, with all against 
Arthur. The delegation was instructed to present 
the name of Gen. Comly for delegate at large to 
Chicago. 

In the Summit County Convention, at Akron, 
the candidates for delegates were compelled to 
state their preferences, and all of the eight elect- 
ed favor Blaine. Geauga County gave no in- 
structions, but a majority of the delegates are 
for Blaine. Ashtabula followed the same course. 
Holmes County would be for Sherman if availa- 


ble, but has Blaine for second choice. Ashland 
ooney: sends six delegates, four of whom are for 

laine. 

Lake County is for Blaine, and adopted resolu- 
tions, which said: 

Resolved. That it is the sense of this convention that 
James G. Blaine and Robert T. Lincoln should be the 
nominees of the Republican National Convention. 


Logan County chose a full delegation, under 
instructions for Blaine, and recommended Judge 
W.H. West, the blind orator, for delegate at 
large. Huron sends a delegation instructed for 
Blaine and Lincoln. Morrow County went for 
Blaine, but gave no instructions. Erie followed 
the same plan. 

The Sandusky Convention was held in Fre- 
mont, Gen. Hayes’s home, and, after electing a 
— delegation, adopted the following resolu- 

on: 

Resolved, That the Republicans of Sandusky County, 
desiring harmony and the success of the pert, are 
heartily in favor of the nomination of James G. Blaine, 
of Maine, for President, and Robert T. Lincoln, of Lili- 
nois, for Vice-President, and the delegates this day 
chosen to the State Convention at Cleveland are in- 
structed to use every honorable means to secure dele- 
gates to the Chicago Convention who will support the 
people’s choice—Blaine and Lincoln. 

Marion County also instructed for Blaine and 
Lincoln. Jefferson instructed for Blaine. The 
Delaware delegates are uninstructed, but a ma- 
jority are for Blaine. Portage gave instructions 
for Blaine, as also did Medina and Hancock. 


CINCINNATI, April 20.—There were an 
unusual number of close contests at the Repub- 
lican primaries last night for the election of 
delegates to the Cleveland Convention, and some 
feeling was provoked. There will be several 
contests. The delegates who are positivel 
elected stand: Sherman, 25; Arthur, 12; Blaine, 7; 
no preference, 8 Concerning the election the 
Commercial Gazette says, editorially: ‘* The Sher- 
man and Blaine men bave not been far apart in 
Cincinnati. Blaine has, as a _ rule, been 
the second choice of the Sherman men, 
and Sherman the second choice of the 
Blaine men. There is no unkindly _ feel- 
ing toward President Arthur, though the 
popular feeling against the activity of Federal 
officers in political affairs is responsible for some 
appearances of that kind. Taking the whole 
county in view, there is a clear majority of 
avowed Sherman and Blaine men, and we assume 
that they will be able, through the Cleveland 
Convention, to find appropriate expression at 
Chicago. If Sherman is not pressed upon the 
Chicago Convention as a candidate the majority 
of the Ohio delegation will certainly be for 
Blaine, as against, Arthur, Logan, Edmunds, or 
Gresham; but if there is a current of opinion 
driving toward Sherman as the safe and wise 
choice of the convention, Ohio will be for bim.”

NO PLEDGES IN MINNESOTA, 
CONVENTIONS SHOWING A PREFERENCE FOR 
BLAINE, WITH EDMUNDS NEXT. 

St. Paun, Minn., April 20.—Four district 
Republican Conventions are called for this week, 
one in the Second District and three in the Fifth. 
In the latter there is a great deal of bad feeling, 
the legacy of the famous Congressional fight be- 
tween Knute Nelson, and C. F. Kindred two 
yearsago. Though Kindred was then beaten by 
about 4,700 votes, his followers still maintain 
their organization and refuse to recognize the 
Nelson men as the regulars. So, when Lieut.- 
Gov. Gilman, Nelson’s adroit manager-in-chief, 


quietly issued his call for a convention to be held 
at Moorhead, April 24, for the election of de!egates 
to Chicago, the Kindred committee replied by 
calling another convention, for the same place 
and day, to choose delegates and also a Con- 
gressional candidate. Upon this a Nelson call 
was made fora Congressional convention to be 
held at Fergus Falls April 28. The indications 
are that the Moorhead conventions will send con- 
testing delegates to Chicago. Each side protests 
agreat desire for narmony, but neither shows 
any willingness to abate any of its claims. Nel- 
son is sure of renomination at Fergus Falls. It 
is thought, however, that the Kindred party will 
make no nomination tor Congress unless it can 
receive sufficient assurances of coalition and sup- 


port. 

The County Conventions thus far throughout 
the State indicate a Sabin and anti-Sabin con- 
test. This will enter into the Fourth District 
struggle, where the anti-Sabinites disguise their 
motives under the coverof a so-called Blaine 
movement. As yet, however, the name of 
Blaine has failed to awaken any marked enthu- 
siasm in that district. The Second District Con- 
vention at Mankato will probably be for Blaine. 
While there is little doubt that the Maine 
statesman is a favorite in Minnesota, the 
action of the County Conventions indi- 
cates a prevailing sentiment in favor of 
sending uninstructed delegates to Chicago. 
This is evident from the fact that two-thirds of 
the delegates already chosen are free to vote as 
they like. Of the 79 counties in the State, 50 
remain to be heard from, and among them 
nearly all the more important ones. Of those 
that have already held conventions, only Olm- 
sted, Wabasha, and: Stearns have any special 
influence in State — There is every indi- 
cation that Edmunds would be the second choice 
of the people.

NORTH CAROLINA POLITICS. 
DEMOCRATIC COMPLICATIONS ARISING OUT 
OF THE COMING STATE CONVENTION. 

RaweicH, N. C., April 20.—The Demo- 
cratic State Committee met here on Wednesday 
and called a State Convention to meet in this city 
on June 25 to nominate candidates for State 
offices and to elect delegates to the National Dem- 
ocratic Convention. Capt. Octavius Coke re- 
signed as Chairman of the committee because he 


is an aspirant for the Gubernatorial nomination, 
and R. H. Battle was elected in his place. The 
committee adopted the following resolutions: 

“ That individually and asa committee we heartily ap- 

ve the plank in the platform of the Democratic 
Party advocating the abolition of the Internal Revenue 
system of the General Government as onerous and op- 
pressive to the people of the State; that the policy of 
the party in this State on this question has been re- 
peatedly declared both in its platform and in numerous 
Fremoriais from the Democratic Legislature addressed 
Congress of the United States, and the position 
of the Democratic Party in this regard is too well 
known to admit of doubt or misconstruction; that we 
heartily commend the earnest and faithful efforts of 
our Democratic Representatives from this State to 
secure a speedy of the taxes imposed by this op- 
pressive system. 

“hat the poorle of North Carolina are too enlightened 
to be deceived by the pretended claim of the ition 
and Republican ies of this State to desire a re- 
peal of thissystem. They asserted in their platforms 
and maintained in their canvass two years ago the 
justice of continuing the said system, and their sudden 
announcement of an opposite policy is a tion of 
the validity and justice of the position of the Demo- 
cratic Party upon this great question.” 

Under the lead of Mr. Carlisle the Democrats, 
as a national party, favora reduction of tariff 
duties and the continuance of the tax on whisky 
and tobacco.

M. Scales, and John A. Gilmer. The meeting of 
the Democratic committeemen in this city 
developed the fact that there is strong oppo- 
sition to each of the three men.

are not isans. and have declared the law 
without regard to the effect their decision might 
have upon either party. The party friends of 
Judge Smith u that it will necessary to 
bring every possible influence into the campaign 
in order to carry the State, and that to nominate 
Judge Smith for Governor would make it neces- 
py a nominate Judge Ashe for Chief-Justice, 
with Judge Meriman and some other competent 
Democrat for Associate Justices. By so doing 
three strong elements would be brought into the 
canvass that otherwise may be silent, and the 
cause of the opposition to Coke, Scales, and Gil- 
mer would be eliminated from the canvass. 
Smith was appointed Chief-Justice by Gov. 
Vance, and it is believed that Vance will be for 
Smith if Gilmer cannot be nominated. The 
friends of Coke, Gilmer, and Seales consider the 
candidacy of Judge Smith as changing the whole 
situation, with Smith as a good second choice. 
SORES 
GROOMING A DARK HORSE. 
WHY COL. QUAY IS STRONGLY OPPOSED TO 
HARRISON AS A CANDIDATE, 

PirtspurG, April 20.—Col. Quay is re- 
ported as having said on Friday last that the 
only thorough iron-clad pledge taken by a ma- 
jority of the Pennsylvania delegation was one 
that they would not vote for Senator Harrison 
of Indiana, The full significance of this remark 
may not be understood by everybody. Mr. 
Wharton Barker, of Philadelphia, and some of 
his friends believe that they caused the nomina- 
tion of Garfield. The history of the work which 
they did in his behalf has been given to the 
world with more or less accuracy. Last Fall they 
were looking around for another dark horse 


whom they could groom and prepare for the 
race, and they chose Senator Harrison. If Gar- 
field bad failed them in 1880 they would have 
taken Edmunds, but they came to the conclusion 
that Edmunds could not have their support this 
time, bécause he was not their kind of a man. 
Harrison was not selected until two or three con- 
ferences had been held. Some of his relatives 
knew in February last what these gentlemen 
were doing for him, and it is supposed that he 
also knew. 

It is understood that the leaders of the group 
told President Arthur and Mr. Blaine very trank- 
ay Sane they had no use for them, and it is said 
that Mr. Blaine, at a meeting in New-York, sug- 

ested to one or two of them that if they werc 

etermined to do him all the harm they could as 
a candidate for the Presidency they might strain 
a point in his ‘favor and select some one for a 
candidate who would make him Secretary of 
State. Quay, Magee, and other followers of Ar- 
thur do not intend, of course, that any of the 
delegates whom they control shall assist the 


group of President-makers in Philadelphia by 


voting for their dark horse.

PROMISED A FAIR COUNT. 
PROSPECTS OF INDEPENDENT SUCCESS IN 
LOUISIANA TO-MORROW. 

NEW-ORLEANS, April 20.—AlLl the arrange- 
ments are now perfected for the election which 
isto take placeon Tuesday, and the public are 
assured by the officers that they will be treated 
toa fairand free election—something to which 
New-Orleans has been long a stranger. But, then, 
there are people in the management of this anti- 
ring movement this year who are not to be trifled 
with, and if the Democratic Party gets the offices 
this time it will be because they won them with 
their votes. The highest authority in Louisiana, 
speaking of the present city officers, declares that 
only one of the whole number was elected to the 
office he holds. 

The registration closed with, in round figures, 
41,000 voters enrolled, of whom 32,000 are white 
and 9,000 colored.

COL, CASH’S PHILANTHROPY. 


A BELIEF THAT HE IS TRYING A PLAN TO 
SECURE IMMUNITY FOR HIS SON, 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., April 20.—Col. E. B. 
C. Cash has adopted a novel expedient for de- 
feating the ends of justice. In his published let- 
ter he alleges that the poor people of Chesterfield 
County are on the verge of starvation, and that, 
unless speedy relief can be secured, there must 
be a great deal of suffering. He begsfor the 


loan of money, that he may use it to supply the 
destitute, promising to refund it before the end 
ot the year. He proposes to do alms openly 
for the purpose of so influencing public 
sentiment in Chesterfield that, when his 
son Boggan, the fugitive murderer, is put on 
trial, no jury can be found to convict him. 
There is no unusual suffering in Chesterfield, 
and the poor people have made no appeals for 
help. Last year the crops were short all over 
the State, and the farmers and laboring people in 
the agricultural districts have been somewhat 
straitened in circumstances, but they have 
been able to get advances of provisions from the 
merchants upon the usual security of a mort- 
gage upon their crops, and not one case of suffer- 
ing has been reported that has not been relieved. 

Heretofore Cash has controlled Chesterfield 
juries by fear, but his name has recently lost its 
terror, and now he wants to shape their verdicts 
by distributing his goods tothe poor. It wont 
work, for the chances are that when Boggan is 
brought up for trial the State will have the case 
removed to a county where the jury can neither 
a nor teasted into a verdict of ac- 
quittal. 


A ROBBERY CLEVERLY CARRIED OUT. 

Burra1o, N. Y., April 20.—A clever rob- 
bery was committed at the office of J. Lyth& 
Sons, dealers in tile and sewer-pipe, in this city, 
yesterday.

MASSACRED ON THE NILE 


REFUGEES STRANDED AND KILLED 
BY'THE REBELS. 
DESPONDING NEWS FROM BERBER-—THE 
POSITION OF GEN. GORDON, WHO WILL 
NOW ACT ON HIS OWN RESPONSIBILITY. 

Carro, April 20.—A large number of 
refugees, owing to shortness of provisions, left 
Shendy a few days ago ina steamer for Berber. 
The steamer ran aground on a sand bank near 
El Baala, and was soon surrounded by’ swarms of 
rebels, who attacked the steamer on all sides and 
massacred everybody on board. The fugitives 
numbered 450, including a portion of the Shendy 
garrison and many women and children. 

Nubar Pasha, the Prime Minister, fears that 
before long the spirit of rebellion will reach As- 
souan. He has received a desponding telegram 
from Hussein Pasha, the Governor of Berber, 
who states that the attitude of the population 


generally is threatening. He expects that Berber 
will soon be surrounded and captured by the 
rebels, who are constantly rand moma | in number 
around the town, and threatening all avenues of 
communication. Hussein Pasha says that he 
will resignmuniess troops are sent to assist in the 
defense of the town. 


Lonpon, April 20.—Advices state that 
Kassala is surrounded by 6,000 rebels, who fire 
into the town nightly. Itis reported that Osman 
Digna, with 2,000 followers, is again threatening 
Suakin, and that if he attacks the town numer- 
ous neutrals will join him against the hated 
Egyptians. 

en. Gordon has given notice to the British 
Government that, owing to the difficulty and 
delay experienced in sending and receiving com- 
munications, he will henceforth act on his own 
judgment and responsibility. 

Gen. Gordon has telegraphed as follows to Sir 
Samuel Baker, under date of April 8: ‘* We have 
provisions for five months, but wé are hemmed 
in by 500 determined and 2,000 ragtag Arabs. Our 
position will be much better when the Nile rises. 
Sennaar, Kassala. Dongola, and Berber are quite 
safe for the present.

The reports that El Mahdi was recently twice 
defeated by the Tegeba tribes are not believed at 
Cairo. Itissaid to be part of El Mahdi’s tactics 
to propagate falsehoods in order to cloak his

Sir Evelyn Baring, the British Minister to 
Egypt, has been summoned to England to dis- 
cuss Egyptian affairs generally, and the Soudan 
question especially. His absence from Cairo will 
probably be a long one. 

After several conferences between M. Wadding- 
ton and Earl Granville the French Government 
has assented toa modification of the Egyptian 
law of liquidation and agreed to support the 
English proposals for financial reform in Egypt. 
A European conference on the question is now 
needless. No further opposition is expected 
from any power. 


Lonpon, April 21.—Advices from Ad- 
miral Hewitt, dated April 13, say that he was 
then close to Adowa and that he had been cor- 
dially received along the route from Massowah.

JOHN A. WALSH TO APPEAR. 


AGREEING TO GO TO WASHINGTON TO TES- 
TIFY IN THE KELLOGG TRIAL. 


MonTREAL, April 20.—There are at pres- 
ent staying at the St. Lawrence Hall, in this city, 
Brewster Cameron, of the Department of Jus- 
tice at Washington, and Mr. Ker, special counsel 
for the United States Government in the case in 
connection with the star route trials against 
William Pitt Kellogg. There is also here at the 
same hotel John A. Walsh, banker, of Washing- 
ton, who figured as one of the witnesses in 
this trialh On Wednesday last Mr. Walsh 
wrote to the ‘President a letter in which 
he, after setting forth that it had been 
stated by counsel that his presence as 
a witness in the trial, the hearing of which isnow 
fixed for Monday next, was immaterial. but that 
the production of certain papers in his posses- 
sion for the purposes of evidence was essential, 
offered to produce these papers and to deliver 
them to any properly accredited agent sent here 
and authorized by the President to receive them, 
with the understanding that they should be re- 
turned to him intact after the trial. In the let- 
ter Mr. Walsh also hinted that he had not met 


with the treatment which, as a witness, should 
have been accorded him by Attorney-General 
Brewster or by Secretary of the Navy Chandler. 
Yesterday Mr. Walsh receiveda reply to his 
letter, brought by Brewster Cameron, which is 
as follows:

Mr. Cameron, the bearer of the letter, im- 
mediately upon his arrival here, last night, in- 
dited a letter to Walsh, in which he announced 
himself as the duly authorized agent of the 
President to receive the papers in question, 
asked for an interview, and also stated that he 
was accompanied by Mr. Ker, special counsel for 
the United States Government, for the purpose 
of obtaining any explanation that might be re- 

uired for the effective use of the papers. 

ameron further cammunicated to Walsh the 
pees of aletter written by Attorney-General 
rewster, in which the Attorney-General, re- 
ferring to the statement imputed to him that 
Walsh’s presence at the trial was not necessary, 
denies that he said so, and instructs Cameron to 
say that he (the Attorney-General]) calls upon 
alsh in the most positive and emphatic man- 
ner to go back at once and give his testimony at 
the trial. 

Waish now says he will comply with the re- 
quest. From the explanations made him by the 
representatives of the Attorney-General, he feels 
satisfied that the latter has been much misrepre- 
sented in the matter of the remarks attributed to 
him as reflecting on Walsh. He further intimates 
that he now understands that the letter written 
by the Attorney-General to Secretary of the 
Navy Chandler, so far from reflecting on Walsh, 
was really favorable to him. The dismissal of 
George Bliss, taken in connection with the above 
letters and explanations from Brewster, Walsh 
says, satisfies him that the prosecution is in 
earnest. He will leave here for Washington as 
soon as he has arranged his business here, proba- 
bly on Tuesday. 


SCARING HUNGARIAN LABORERS. 


MANY OF THEM NEAR WILKESBARRE PRE- 
PARING TO RETURN HOME, 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 20.—Owing 
to the persecution of the Hungarian laborers in 
the vicinity of this place many of them are pack- 
ing up and returning to their native land. With- 
in the past few days large demands have been 
made on the savings deposit banks of this city by 
these people, and tickets have been at once pur- 
chased for the return trip. Asarule, the Hun- 


garians are a very saving class of people. In 
iact this one trait seems to have aroused the ire 
of their enemies, the native laburers, who never 
did save a dollar for a rainy day, even when 
times were flush. Owing to their failure to 
understand the English language, they are sub- 
ject to all kinds of insults and taunts, which they 
bear witb great fortitude. As an instance of the 
cruelty that is practiced upon them without even 
a cause the following case is cited: A little boy, 
the son of a Hungarian, while playing marbles 
in front of his father's home was approached by 
two men wearing big brogans, who deliberately 
stepped upon his fingers while in the act of shoot- 
ing the marble and crushed them. Their only 
apology was, ** There, take that, you young Hun- 
garian.” This is only one instance where the in- 
nocent are made to suffer. 

While it may be true that the Hungarians 
work for less wages than other laborers,and live 
ina filthy condition, it is hardly fair that they 
should be so persecuted. John Kossek, an intel- 
ligent leader of the Hungarians in this city, sa¥s 
that until the Hungarians learn to return fire for 
fire they will be persecuted. In some places this 
advice is being taken, and in Plymouth Friday 
last two hoodlums who made an attack on a 
Hungarian house were repulsed, one carrying 
away with him a dose of lead. 


POSING AS A CHINESE LECTURER. 


AN AMERICAN SWINDLER BETRAYED BY HIS 
‘* PAINTING THE TOWN RED.” 

RocHESTER, N. Y., April 20.—The people 
of Rochester are greatly exercised over the ex- 
posure and consequent sudden disaprearance of 
an alleged Chinese lecturer, Tank Kee by name, 
who came tothis city on Wednesday last under 
the auspices of a Boston lecture bureau. He 
was to deliver three lectures on “ China and the 
Chinese” at the First Methodist Episcopal Church. 
These he delivered with great fluency and 


told many startling stories about the Flowery 
Kingdom, He had with him a large collection 
of what he called embroidery and a set of steel 
armor, but which on inspection proved to be 
cheese cloth and papier-maché. By an assump- 
tion of piety and a religious manner of speak. 
ing he gained the entire confidence of the clergy- 


man in charge of the church. He, however, led - 


a double life, for at the close of the lecture each 

evening he would go out and visit disreputable 

places and become very intoxicated. As he ex- 

pressed it, he was pa “to paint the town red,” 

= he succeeded well in accordance with his 
eas. 

Last evening he lectured at the Hedding Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, and afterward went on 
one of his regular debauches. He was finally 
taken to his hotel and put to bed at an early 
hour this morning, He was advertised to speak 
at the union meeting in the First Methodist Epis- 
copal Church this evening, and a large audience 
gathered, but no lecturer ap red. Tank Kee 
found his real character had been discovered, 
and he suddenly left the city this afternoon. He 
said he was an interpreter of the Chinese Em- 
bassy at Washington and of Chinese birth. 
Washington advices deny that he has anything 
to do with the Embassy. and he is evidently an 
American and an impostorin every sense of the 
word. He is advertised to lecture at Medina 
to-morrow evening.

THE CAREER OF EDMUNDS 


HIS PRIVATE LIFE AND PUBLIC 
SERVICES, 

THE VERMONT SENATOR'S MODEST HOME 
—HIS EDUCATION, EARLY POLITICAL HIs- 
TORY, AND COURSE IN THE SENATE. 

BURLINGTON, April 20.—‘‘ Who under 
the sun is that?” asked a prominent citizen 
of Burlington a generation ago as a tall, 
angular, rather ungainly young man 
crossed his field of vision. 

“ His name is George F. Edmunds” was 
the answer, ‘‘and he is a young man who 
has come down here from Richmond to 
study law.” 

This was in 1848, and Mr. Edmunds was 
then but 20 years old. Hecame of genuine 
New-England stock, and his mother in 
particular was notably one of the most in- 
telligent and capable of Yankee house- 
wives. The family was not in pros- 
perous circumstances, however, and from 
early boyhood the future Senator was 
dependent upon his own exertions. In this 
severe school he learned, like many another 
Yankee boy, the useful lesson of economy, 
industry, and, above all, self-reliance. He 
sturdily fought his own battles, and at that 
time, as in after-life, never asked a personal 
favor of mortal man. He earned his own 
living and paid his own way, asking neither 
favor nor assistance; and when political 
honors came, they came unsought and 
unasked. Arriving at the age of 18, Mr. 
Edmunds began the study of the law in 
his native village of Richmond, Vt., in 
the office of A. B. Maynard, in after- 
years a distinguished lawyer of Michi- 
gan, and his legai education was 
completed in Burlington, in the 
office of Smalley & Phelps, the senior 
partner of which firm was afterward, 
United States Judge. for the District of 
Vermont, and the junior is the’ present 
distinguished Professor of Law in Yale 
College. Having been admitted to the 


Bar in 1849, Mr. Edmunds practiced law in 
Richmond for a couple of years, and then, 
desiring a wider fieid, removed, in 1851, to 
Burlington, which has ever since been his 
home. He speedily reached a foremost 
place among the lawyers of the State, and 
gained a large and valuable clientage. In 
due time he took unto himself a wife— 
a Miss Lyman, a member of an 
old and honored Burlington family— 
a niece of the Hon. George P. Marsh, 
and one of the brightest and love- 
liest of Vermont girls, and subsequent- 
ly bought the ouse in which he 
has for many years resided. It is a plain, 
old-fashioned brick structure, of medium 
size, situated on the slope of the hill on 
which the city of Burlington‘is built 
and its windows command a beautiful 
view of Lake Champlain and the Adiron- 
dacks. The groundsembrace three or four 
acres of land, neatly but very unostenta- 
tiously laid out in lawn and park. There 
is nothing showy or striking about the 
place. Indeed, it admirably reflects its 
owner’s characteristics, being plain, mod- 
est, and unpretending. And these quali- 
ties mark the home life of all its inmates. 
Senator Edmunds is thoroughly democratic 
in his tastes and in his mode of life. He keeps 
no showy equipages nor liveried servants. 
He gives no ostentatious receptions. HEx- 
aggerated reports of his wealth have been 
circulated. The factis, he is by no means 
a rich man, as riches go. No one in Bur- 
lington has ever rated him as possessing 
more than $100,000, and there is little doubt 
but that this sum will cover all his proper- 
ty. He has what passes for a competénce 
in Vermont, and thatis all. And his mode 
of life is that of the ordinary, substantial 
citizen—simple and unassuming. Of the 
almost ideal felicity and contentment of 
his home—the affection which binds to- 
gether husband and wife and the daughter 
who is their only surviving child—this is 
hardly the place to speak. 
‘ Here, where he is so thoroughly known 
as man and citizen rather than statesman, 
Senator Edmunds possesses the entire re- 
spect and esteem and confidence of all. He 
is recognized by all as a man of pure 
morals and a friend and supporter of all 
good institutions in society, of education,, 
religion, and social order. His kindly man- 
ners and unassuming mode of living com- 
mend him to all classes. Heis always ap- 
proachable and always ready to give a full 
and patient hearing te every one. He takes 
a deep interest in the welfare of the city, 
and its people, and they take a pardonable 
pride in claiming him as a feliow-citizen 
and friend. 

A brief review of some of the salient 
points in Mr. Edmunds’s public career may 
be of timely interest. As just said, he rap- 
idly attained eminence at the Bar, and very 
soon after his admission to practice was 
generally recognized as one of the leading 
lawyers of the State, and if was not long 
before he was called upon for public serv- 
ice. In 1854 he was chosen to represent 
the town of Burlington in the Legislature 
—an honor rarely, if ever, conferred on so 
young a man—and so acceptably did he 
serve that he was continued in a similar 
capacity for four years thereafter. For 
three sessions he was Speaker of the House, 
and it is the general testimony that he was 
the ablest man that ever filled that posi- 
tion. In 1861 and 1862 he was a member of 
the State Senate, and this completes the 
record of his public life prior to his Con- 
gressional career. 

Senator Foot died in office, and, April 3, 
1866, being then only 38 years of age, Mr. 
Edmunds was appointed by the Governor 
to fill out the unexpired term. Im October 
following he was elected Senator by the. 
Legislature, and he has by successive and, 
unopposed elections ever since served the 
State in the Senate. Mr. Edmunds was 
sworn in as Senator April 5, 1866, and his 
first speech was a eulogy on his predecessor. 
His first onpeotence as a debater was April 
18 on a bill providing that the order of 
any military officer of the United States 
holding the command of the department, ; 
district, or place in which any search,| 
seizure, arrest, or imprisonment should be: 
made should stand as a defense against! 
prosecution of a subordinate for such’ 
search, Xc., the bill being aimed, of course, 
at the ‘“reconstructed’”’ Southern States. 
This bill Senator Edmunds strongly op- 
posed, thereby ranging himself in opposi- 
tion to the majority ot his party associates 
in the Senate. Many people regard Mr. 
Edmunds as a thorough-going partisan. 
This instance, and a great many others 
which the record will show, prove how 
erroneous is this idea. The next im-« 
portant debate in which he took 
part, for instance, was on the ad- 
mission of Colorado as a State, an ad- 
mission earnestly desired by a large ma- 
jority of the Republican Senators. But 

r. Kdmunds actively opposed it, because 
the Constitution of Colorado limited the 
elective franchise to white men, a limita- 
tion which the majority were willing and 
eager to overlook, because Colorado, if 
made a State, would send a Republican 
delegation to Congress. ‘‘I am asked,” 
said Senator Edmunds, *‘ to deny my prin- 
ciples in order to achieve @ temporary 
success. A success of that. description, 
in my judgment, is one not worth winning. 
It is one which no man who is convinced, 
as I am, of the cardinal error in this Con- 
stitution can possibly be influenced by.” 

Later on Mr. Edmunds took a prominent 
part in the debates on the reconstruction 
of the Southern States, and his general 
feeling toward the South is well exempli- 
fied by this brief extract from one of this 
speeches: 

‘““ We are endeavoring to restore order, 
to secure private rights to the rebels as 
well as to the Union men. We are not un- 
dertaking to set up one law for one class 
of people and another for another, but we 
are endeavoring to maintain equal secur- 
ity and fe ne privil in those States. 
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war is over, and now that the rights of 
this race and of the whole race are secured 
Hehe ie alt to thi ple of equal 
's to questions of finance in the Fortieth 
Pca ia (July, 1867,) Senator Edmunds in- 
uced a resolution providing that the 
public debt of the United States, except as 
otherwise expressly provided, “ is owing in 
coin or its equivalent, and the faith of the 
United States is hereby pledged to its pay- 
ment accordingly ;’’ and he supported it in 
one of his most elaborate and exhaustive 
arguments. He also strongly opposed a 
proposed expansion of the paper currency 
and at thesame session led the fight agains 
Senator Bayard’s bill taxing Government 
bonds. Later on the Silver bill came be- 
fore the Senate and Mr. Kdmunds fought 
it at every step. 

As to the clvil service issue, during his 
first year in the Senate Mr. Edmunds re- 
ported and advocated the celebrated 'Ten- 
ure of Office bill. The bill was passed and 
became a law, but when Grant came ina 
powerful effort was made to repeal it. This 
Senator Edmunds resisted, though finding 
himself, in this course, opposed once more 
to the majority of his ublican asso- 
ciates in the Senate. In 1871 he reintro- 
duced in the Senate the measure known as 
the Jenckes Civil Service Reform bill and 
advocated its passage ina strong speech, 
“desiring,” he said, ‘‘a provision of the 
law which shall secure, as far as we may 
wisely and rightly do, the same perma- 
nency and the same method of ascertain- 
ing merit in the civil administration that 
we have in the military and naval.” Ina 
subsequent speech he said: 

*“ An inquiry into the methods of exclud- 
ing public patronage from being used in 
the operations of politics isa very proper 
subject of inquiry. I have endeavored ever 
since I have been in Congress to accomplish 
that thing. The very theory of civil service 
reform is invested in the fact that it is to 
withdraw from Executive or Congressional 
patronage—and the patronage is much 
more largely Congressional than it is Ex- 
ecutive—the offices of the Government. 
If there is anything in this country 
which the people ave been taught 
to believe is of value, it is educa- 
tion as the foundation of morality, the 
ally of religion, the hope and basis of 
progress. If this is a thing which is essen- 
tial and valuable in the administration of 
affairs there must be some way of bringing 
itinto the public service. * * * Ishould 
hope that wherever there is public duty 
to be performed which does not require 
political administration, great political 
principle, or political policy, but only re- 
quires the fidelity of the citizen best known 
for his virtue and his education and his 
capacity to fill that trust, we might, as in 
the early days of the Republic, select him 
without asking him whether he believes in 
this or that particular political policy.” 

Of Senator Edmunds’s connection with 

the Hiectoral Commission and of recent 
important measures with which he is 
identified it is hardly worth while to 
speak, the record is so fresh and so fa- 
miliar. One thing to be particularly noted 
in all his speeches in the Senate is the fact 
that there is no odor of the “stump” about 
them. Mr. Edmunds never speaks for 
““buncombe:”’ he never speaks for effect. 
His speeches are always strictly confined 
to the topic under consideration, and there 
is in them nothing like bait to split the 
ears of groundlings. They might all have 
been delivered in secret session, so far 
as any manifest desire to catch the 
popular applause is concerned. His 
‘favorite motto is: “This is a Government 
not of men but of law;’’ and to the per- 
fection of that law he has devoted all his 
energies and talents. In Congress, as in 
the State Legislature, he has been the 
vigilant and fearless foe of alljobs and 
steals. As a lawver he has never advocated 
any case that was not clean and reputable. 
His industry is untiring and his attention 
to his Senatorial duties is unflagging, as a 
glance at the record will show. And finally 
his power is to be noted of turning out an 
immense amount of work in a given time— 
a capability due to his methodical use of 
time and unusually quick and retentive 
memory.

ARGUMENTS AGAINST A MONOPOLY OF 


STATEN ISLAND TRANSPORTATION. 


The management of the ferries from this 
city is just now the uppermost topic-of.conver- 
sation with Staten Island residents, who are 
awaiting with interest,the action of the Commis- 
gioners of the Sinking Fund of this city. The 
Commissioners will meet to-morrow, and will 
then, according to the published announcement, 
sell the franchise for the ferry from the foot of 
Whitehall-street to the north shore of Staten Isl- 
and. Two competitors are in waiting to bid. 
One of them is the Hon. John H. Starin, who 
now runs the ferry. The other is Mr. Erastus 
Wiman, who is at present the President of the 
Staten Island Railroad ferry, and is the head of 
the Rapid Transit Company, which is engaged in 
encircling the island with its road. Both parties 
are preparing to present their respective 
claims. Mr. Wiman, under the impression 
that the sale will be indefinitely postponed, 
if “ pressure” can accomplish it, has prepared a 
letter to the Commissioners, in which he offers to 


ive 5 per cent. of the gross receipts, or six times 
fhe amount now paid, for the franchise,and a 
similar amount forthe use ofthe wharf. This 
would make, he says, about $20,000 per annum, 
The offer is conditional on the lease beng offered 
py the city so that possession may be obtained 
by May 1, 1884. A curious calculation is made by 
the friends of Mr, Wiman asto the matter of a 
percentage on gross receipts. It is urged that 
the profit in transportation business is about 25 
per cent. Five per cent. of the gross receipts 
will be 20 per cent. of the profits. To tbis must be 
added the cost of the wharf rental, which is 
about $10,000 per annum. ‘The two items to- 
gether willeat up 10 per cent. at least of the 

rofits. This amount, it is claimed, isasufficient- 
y large profit for the city, which makes no in- 
vestment and assumes no risk. 

On behalf of Mr. Starin it is urged that he is 
doing much more for the residents of Staten 
Island and ali others who are obliged to_use the 
ferry than has ever been done before. Thereare 
more trips and the fare is lower. He runs four 
boats, making 21 round trips daily, at intervals 
of from 30 to 45 minutes morning and evening, 
and hourly inthe middie of the day. On and 
after May 1 commutation tickets will be sup- 
plied for $3 50 per month, entitling the holder to 
passage from this city to any landing-place on 
the north shore and return daily. he last 
landing is 11 miles from this city. The Staten 
Island Railroad ferry charges 10 cents fare, and 
its last landing is only six miles distant. It is 
asserted that Mr. Wiman wishes to get control of 
the north shore ferry in order to obtain a mo- 
nopoly of the transportation business between 
this city and Staten Island. Having accom- 
plished this, he will be able to run boats to culy 
one landing and there connect with his railroad. 
An additional fare will be charged on the rail- 
road. This railroad fare will not be counted in 
as part of the gross receipts of the ferry. Under 
these circumstances he will be enabled to bid 
a higher percentage of the gow receipts of the 
ferry, although the city of New-York will really 
not obtain as much money for the franchise. 
The monopoly of transportation will also enable 
Mr. Wiman to charge pretty much as he pleases, 
and there will be no check to prevent extortion. 
Persons who prefer going entirely by boat to that 

of the island nearest their homes will be de- 

d from doing so. Another point which is 
made is that if the price paid for the ferry 
franchise is too high the ferry charges will have 
to be made high, so as to correspond, and persons 
seeking to avoid the crowded tenements of this 
city will be prevented from moving to Staten 
Island. A petition urging the Sinking Fund 
Com: joners to take these things into consid- 
eration has been circulated among Staten Island 
residents. It received over 700 signatures on 
Saturday afternoon.

PHE PROMINENT THREE-YEAR-OLD 
COMPETITORS. 
SPECULATION AS TO WHICH OF THEM WILL 
WIN THE PRIZE AND FACTS CONCERN- 

ING THE FAVORITES. 

Which of the colts will win the Withers 
Stake? This is the question that is now agitating 
the minds of turfmen and speculators, particu- 
larly the latter class. ‘‘ Reveller!” exclaims an 
enthusiast, but a calm discussion of the prob- 
abilities convinces him that such a result is what 
may be called the most uncertain of turf certain- 
ties. The candidates for the honors of the Amer- 
ican “Guineas” this year are as numerous as 
Presidential aspirants, and it is a fitting prelude 
to the racing season that the first of the great 
three-year-old stakes in the eastern circuit causes 
so many diverse opinions. Breeders enjoy 
such a state of affairs, as it is a good thing forthe 
turf when the principal fixed events are involved 
in doubt. Since the establishment of the With- 
ers Stake in 1874 no such interest has been mani- 
fested as that which centres about the coming 
event. Last year’s campaign brought fortha 
perplexing array of surprises in the ranks of the 
2-year olds, and for the reason that they were so 
evenly matched and did so much “in and out” 
running they were considered but a moderate lot 
by those who pretend to much wisdom. On the 
contrary, the proposition may be offered that 
the coming season will produce several 
first-class 3-year olds to duplicate the 
vexatious uncertainty of their 2-year-old 
form. The betting-books, however, are the 


indexes as to the drift of public opinion in re- 
gard to the chances of the princi candidates, 
put such a guide is apt to be very deceptive, for 
the simple reason that sentiment and partiality 
largely control Cy: speculation in connec- 
tion with the turf. It has been very aptly said 
that should the Dwyers start a cow in a race it 
would become a favorite, and it is very near] 
the same with the followers of Mr. Geo Loril- 
lard’s colors. Thus, while Brooklyn enthusiasm 
bubbles over Burton, the New-Yorkers exulting- 
ly proclaim Reveller as their champion, and the 
lunging on both these colts has been remarkably 
Sencagieative, so much go that the book-makers 
have risked about all they care to, and have 
put on the brakes. A prediction that neith- 
er of them will win the race may doubtless be 
regarded by these enthusiasts as emanating from 
a disordered intellect, but neither colt has done 
aught to exalt him above his kind to such a ri- 
diculous degree. The pursuit of information goes 
on, and now there are keen-scented speculators 
uietly making moderate donations to the reserve 
unds of the book-makers on the chances of sev- 
eral colts whose form and breeding deserve sup- 
port, and the prices have been shortened in conse- 
quence. The training season has been very back- 
ward, and the trainers have taken tina f advan- 
tage consistent with safety of the few favorable 
days which have been vouchsafed them since 
the frost left the ground. The colts are now be- 
ing pushed along in their preparation, and _ the 
gallops through the stretch at Jerome Park afford 
much entertainment of an instructive nature 
to the critical groups who are to be found in the 
—_ stand on every fine day. Several ** Derby” 
avorites are on the ground, but there are many 
away at the private tracks, where inquisitive 
touts dare not tread. 

It is the purpose of this article to show that the 
performances of the 2-year olds last year in this 
vicinity were such as to insure extraordinary 
competition for the great 38-year-old events of 
the coming season, and at the same time to demon- 
strate the fallacy of plunging on any one colt. In 
the order of favoritism, the representative of 
the Brooklyn stable is at the head. Burton is 
by Billet, from Distraction, by War Dance, and 
out of 10starts won three times and was second 
four times. His record is a good one, but there 
is nothing so startling in it as to justify his 
position in the meeting except that it showsa 
confidence in the Dwyers lg their stable in 

ood form early in the season. It is very likely 
fat the Dwyers do not pin their faith to little 
Burton entirely, and they doubtless rely on one 
of their less known colts to off the 
prize, for they have some royal stock to intro- 
duce. There is Eldorado, by Enquirer, out of 
Nevada, a grandson of Leamington and Lex- 
ington anda half-brother to the famous Luke 
Blackburn. It is well known that Eldorado was 
regarded as the crack 2-year old of the Brook- 
lyn stable, but sickness prevented his appearance, 
and he is still in the ranks of the “green uns.” 
He has been much sought after recently, and has 
been backed enough to force the price from 
forty to one down totwelve to one, which are the 
last quotations. They have also the Crownlet 
colt Ecuador, Jennings, and Greenbush en- 

aged, but they are not of the calibre to give the 
ers a first mortgage on the stake, 

The Westbrook stable is well represented in the 
stake with a pair of_real good ones, and the fa- 
vorite of the two is Reveler, a son of Pat Malloy 
and Schottische. There has been great plunging 
on this colt, and several of the books are full on 
him already. This is extraordinary and is be- 
yond the comprehension of the ordinary ob- 
server. It isa well-known fact that Reveler’s 
feet gave Alcock much trouble last year and 
caused that patient and able trainer much anxi- 
ety. He was sent to the post nine times last year, 
and was only twice at the front. He made his 
début in the Juvenile Stake, and won itin such 
excellent style that he was looked upon as an- 
other Sensation, His performance even_sur- 
prised the Westbrook party themselves, as Glide- 
away, with Hughes Up. was relied upon to cap- 
ture the stake. Reveler’s only other victory was 
at Monmouth Park in the Tyro Stakes, which was 
a good race; but he wag badly beaten afterward 
and was a great disappointment to his party at 
Baltimore, where he was easily defeated by 
Welcher in the Central Stakes and by Bob Miles 
in the Eclectic Stakes. In Reveler’s seclusion 
at Islip it is difficult to ascertain what re- 
markable execution he has done so early 
in the season to warrant his being so 
heavily backed, for it is known that 
some of the heavy betting men have taken 
big blocks of Reveler stock. Can it be possible 
that the touts have gained access to Westbrook 
and divulged the secret? There certainly must 
be something in the wind when Reveier stock is 
in such demand and Thackeray's book quota- 
tions remain at twelve toone. Anybody able to 
read the record can see that, taking perform- 
ances as a criterion, no colt has so gx a claim 
upon the Withers Stake as Thackeray. He won 
twice with 115 pounds up, and both times gave 
weight to his opponents, notably to Bob Miles, 
who had 10 pounds concession, and the time was 
1:16. Nor should it be forgotten that Thackeray, 
carrying 117 pounds in the August Stakes, 
was beaten only half a length by Issaquena, 
112 pounds, and behind him were Water Lily, 
Pampero, Bob Miles, Tolu, and Himalaya, and 
the time was 1:16%. Again, in the Breeders’ 
Stake, he was beaten a neck only by his stable 
companion, Louisette, in 1:16, the filly oqeyin 
104 pounds and Thackeray 116 pounds. Behin 
the pair were Tolu, 104 pounds; Himalaya, 110 

unds; Duchess, 107 pounds; Leo, 104 pounds, 

he Westbrook pair finished alone, as there were 
five or six lengths between them and the 
third horse. Afterthis it is unnecessary to ex- 
tend Thackeray’s record in these columns, and 
it is all the moresurprising that odds of ten and 
twelveto one against him go begging. There 
is a prejudice against the progeny of Great 
Tom, but the career of the great colt General 
Harding and Thackeray’s own performances 
should remove it. Thereis this to be said anent 
the Withers Stake: That Thackeray has not 
shown to advan at Jerome Park, and it may 
be that the track does not suit him, but his per- 
formances last year should place him in the most 
prominent position in the betting lists. He has 
undoub y been overlooked by the very men 
who are supposed to be shrewd. If Reveler is 
better than Thackeray, then somebody is mis- 
taken, and an excellent record is a snare. 

The next candidate on the list is the br. c. Him- 
alaya, by Virgil, out of Kentucky Belle, by Lex- 
ington, who has been well backed for the With- 
ers at seven to one and, in some instances, at 
five toone. This colt took the fancy of Phil 
Dwyer after he so handsomely won the handicap 
sweepstakes at Monmouth Park, defeating 
Louisette and other good ones in 1:1 His per- 
formances, however, were generally disappoint- 
ing, owing, no doubt, to want of proper 
condition. His second and only other 
victory was in the Nursery. Stakes at 
Jerome Park, when_he defeated Leo by a 
neck, with Nonage, Water Lily, Thackeray, (5 
pounds penalty.) and others behind. He has a 
very good chance for thestake if Hyland can 
bring fim into formintime. The task ought to 
be accomplished, as the Virgils are not over- 
burdened with superfiuous flesh. The success of 
Himalaya would be very popular, but he is very 
likely to appear at a muc tter advantage at 
Monmouth Park. 

Another colt that is receiving considerable at- 
tention is Commodore Kittson’s b. c. Paniaue 
by Alarm, out of Maggie B. B., the dam of 
Troquois, and he isa colt likely to play a promi- 
nent rélein the coming campaign. He started 
but six times last year, yet he was twice a win- 
ner and was once second. His début was made 
in the Hopeful Stakes at Monmouth Park, which 
was won by hisstable com ion, Issaquena, and 
he made another poor - ay in the July Stakes 
a few days afterward. e su uently won a 

urse in which he defeated Em eens. Huron, 
Bhanticleer, Glideaway, and imalaya. The 
track was heavy, and the time, 1:18, 
was good. The colt was then taken to 
Saratoga and for the first time measured 
strides with Burton. It was for the Saratoga 
Stakes, and the race was a hot one, resulting in a 
neck victory for Panique. They oan met in 
the Kentucky Stakes, and a magnificent finish 
resulted in the victory of an outsider, Welcher, 
who beat Panique a neck, while the latter was 
but a head in front of Burton. His last appear- 
ance was in the Great Eastern Handicap for two- 

ear-olds at Sheepshead Bay, and he shared the 
Fate of all the other cracks in that = surprise. 
It is evident that Panique is fully as good as 
Burton, and has as much claim for consideration. 
The odds against Panique are seven to one, and 
he has been backed from ten to one down to the 
first named price. There is no doubt that the 
Rancocus blishment willmake a determined 
effort to capture the Withers Stake with Leo, 
and it would not be a very great surprise to many 
people should this colt repeat the performance 
of his sire, the Duke of nta, who, in 1878, gal- 
loped away with both the Withers and Belmont 
Stakes. Leo started 14 times, and was three times 
a winner, four times second, and four times 
and at ten to one he is worth backing.

Srr:—The Hon. B. H. Brewster, Attorney-Gen- 
om, and other distinguished and learned counsel 
for the United States in its case against William 
Pitt Kellogg have repeatedly said in open court 
that the Government did not need nor want me 
as a witness, personally, for the successful prose- 
cution of the said Kellogg, but did desire and did 
absolutely need before going to trial certain 
“important papers” in my possession bearing on 
the case, &c. You evidently take the same 
view of the matter, i. ¢., that my presence as a 
witnessis not necessary, a view made manifest 
by your refusal to acqlesce in the reasonable 
requests made you me in my letter to 
you of Novy. 3, 1883. a good citizen, how- 
ever, I do not wish to assume any part of 
the responsibility of being, in any wise, 
instrumental in defeating the ends of justice; 
hence I tender you as Chief Magistrate of the Na- 
tion the “important pps referred to by 
counsel. However muc may differ from the 
learned and very expensive counsel in their 
views concerning the non-importance of my 
personal appearance asa witness to explain the 
papers in behalf of the United States in its prose- 
cution of the Hon, William Pitt Kellogg. nev- 
ertheless feel that in justice to myself and in 
accordance with my sense of honor, it will not 
be possible for me to appear as a witness fora 
prosecution represented by an Attorney-General 
who has seen proper to assail me without any 
just cause in open court and in a letter to 
the Hon, W? E. Chandler, Secretary of the 
Navy. Furthermore, I lack that moral and 
legal recognition and support which I 
have asked of you—a recognition not ssible 
under the circumstances to be extended me b 
any other person in the Government; a recogni- 
tion, in fine, made doubly necessary by the fail- 
ure on the part of the head of the Department 
of Justice todo his duty, and because of the 
moral and other support so freely and so gra- 
ciously extended the accused, in the langua 
and acts of the members of your Cabinet, to wit, 
the Hon. Benjamin Harris Brewster, Attorney- 
General, and the Hon. William E. Chandler, Sec- 
retary of the Navy. Permit me to add that the 
professed indifference touching my appearance, 
as manifested now by counsel for the Govern- 
ment, is in marked and striking contrast with 
their actions and language in last October and 
November, when Messrs. Merrick and Ker re- 
eatedly sought interviews with meas a witness 
or the United States, alleging that such inter- 
views were absolutely necessary for preparation 
in the trial of the case against the Hon. William 
ritt Kellogg, then fixed for Dec. 10, 1883. I do 
not sup that either of the gentlemen 
will feel it mecessary to enter a denial 
to this statement, as has been done by some of 
them touching equally truthful statements re- 
peated by me relative to Mr. George Bliss. If 
they should do so, I respectfully refer you to the 
record of the proceedings had in the Criminal 
Court of the District of Columbia on Dec. 10, 
1883, in the matter of the United States against 
William Pitt a That counsel for the 
Government now say they do not need me as a 
witness, but do need my ‘important papers,” 
I refer you to the record of the proceedings of 
the same court, same case, for the 29th day of 
March, 1884. As the “ important papers” referred 
to by counsel for the Government in the star 
route cases are my individual property and of 
great value to mein the prosecution of my civil 
action against ex-Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General Thomas J. Brady, you will be kind 
enough to send some person duly autnorized to 
receipt for the same in your name, with the 
understanding that they will be returned me by 
you intact after the trial of ex-Senator Kellogg.

CATCHING THE KNIFE IN HIS HANDS. 

On Feb. 15 a Bohemian named Snutz 
hired rooms in the house of Jacob Hines, on the 
Flushing road, near Bowery Bay, Long Island.

He 
explained to the Behemians the object of his 
visit, and they at once set upon him and beat him 
terribly. Both his eyes were blackened, his face 
was disfigured, and his clothes w torn into 
shreds, One of the men seized a large carving- 
knife and made a lunge at the constable. The 
latter caught the blade of the knife just as it was 
about to enter his breast. His hands were badly 
cut, but the constable held on to the knife, and 
after a desperate st gie succeeded in securing 
it. Hethen ran out of the house and went to 
the Astoria station. Officers were sent to arrest 
the Bohemians, and they were locked upin the 
Queens County Jail.

TRAGEDIES OF NIAGARA 
_—_>—— 
MEMORIES RECALLED BY THE 
VEDDER-PEARSON HORROR. 
AN INEFFECTUAL EFFORT TO SNATCH A MAN 
FROM DEATH IN THE WHIRLING RAPIDS 
—A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


“To think that Ishould have left Niagara 
Falls 20 years ago after having been a witness of 
two terrible tragedies of the Falls, and then upon 
my first visit to them in that time be there in the 
midst of the excitement of the Vedder-Pearson 
horror!” 

The speaker was an old man, who said his name 
was Andrew Dalrymple, of Camden. He was a 
passenger on an Erie Railway train yesterday, 
returning from a visit to Niagara Falls, where he 
said he was a hackman ana guide for 10 years. 

“T was greatly surprised to see the old tree 
trunk still rising in the American Rapids, be- 
tween the small islands off of Goat Island and 
the American shore. I guess no one remembers 
when that tree lodged there, but I remember it 
for 80 years, and it never entered my mind that 
it could be there yet. But there it was, and as I 
stood on the Goat Island bridge last week and 
looked down at the gnarled trunk the thought of 
that early Summer morning, over 20 years ago, 
when I was one of the first people at the Falls to 
discover a man clinging to the log, came back 
to me with a vividness that made me shudder. 
No one ever knew how he came there or who he 
was, but it was supposed that he had been rowing 
across the river somewhere above during the 
night before, and losing control of his boat had 
been swept down into the rapids, and the boat 


striking the tree trunk he had, by some miracle, 
gained a foot-hold upon it. News never spread 
so rapidly as that of the discovery of this man 
in his perilous situation. Word was telegraphed 
at once to Buffalo, and a party of lite-savers 
came on a special train to try and rescue the 
man. Before 10 o'clock thousands of people 
were gathered at every ,available spot wherea 
sight of the unfortunate man and the efforts to 
save him could be obtained. All the railroads 
ran special trains,and people came in convey- 
ances of all kinds from the surrounding country. 
No one seemed to know at first how to go to 
work, but the man clung to the tree watching 
every movement that was made. Of course it 
was impossible to make him hear or give him 
any direction. Finally, a life-boat was attached 
to a cable and let down from the bridge toward 
him. It was drawn toward the log by ropes at- 
tached to itand handled by men on the island. 
The boat was making directly for the spot, and 
hope that the poor man would soon be safely 
drawn ashore wegen to be felt by the assembled 
multitude. Suddenly, however, it was caught in 
a swirl of therapids, the cable parted like a kite 
string, and the boat rushed past the man like a 
flash within two feet of him, and was carried 
over the Falls. 

“ After this the life-savers were all at sea 
again. Several plans were su panes, and one 
was adopted which it took until late in the hfter- 
noon to get in readiness. In all those long hours 
of suspense I don’t believe one of the tera ve 
ever moved from his tracks. Everything else 
about Niagara Falls was forgotten except the 
terrible scene of a ‘fellow-being hanging on the 
verge of death and patiently awaiting the suc- 
cess or failure of the efforts that were being 
made to rescue him. 

“The plan adopted was to fasten a strong cable 
secugely to the American shere, a’ h a stanch 
raft t, carry the loose end of the’cable over to 
the island and let it belly down with the raft to 
the tree trunk. By this means it was ho that 
the raft could be drawn steadily to the small 
island between the man and Goat Island, from 
which no trouble was anticipated in taking him. 
Some food and a glass of brandy were placed on 
the raft, and ropes were fastened to it by which 
the man was to tie himself fast. The raft moved 
down and reached the man in safety. As he 
stepped upon it, lashed himself fast, and then. 
eagerly seized the refreshments, such a shout as 
went up from the thousands of people that had 
watched the proceedings with beating hearts 
and bated breath, was never heard before. It 
could be heard above Niagara. The raft was 
moved toward the island. Everything seemed 
to be working toacharm. The tension that was 
put upon the feelings of the spectators was so 
great that many fainted away. I was astrong 
man, but I know I wept like achild. Suddenly 
the raft stopped. The cable, drawn as it was be- 
neath the water, caught on some obstruction. 
All efforts to loosen it were unavailing. One 

oan of agony arose from the great crowd. 

nally the man sprang to his feet, undid the 
fastenings that held him secure on the raft, and 
kneeling for a moment as if in prayer, sprang in- 
to the raging water and pulled bravely for the 
island, buta few feet away. At first he gained 
visibly, and the thought that he would be saved 
found utterance in another ae shout 
from the spectators. But when he was al- 
most within reach of the shore his 
strength began to fail, and steadily the dis- 
tance between him anda the shore increased. 
Then every one knew that all hope was gone. 
He made afew more desperate strokes, but the 
wild waters seized him, and pitching and tossin 
and whirling him, hurried him over the a 
cataract. -As he reached the edge of the Falls he 
was thrown upward from the water until his 
whole length came in view standing upright, and 
he disappeared as if he had madea voluntary 
leap over the brink. As he was dashed to and 
over the Falls not a sound was made by one of 
the vast crowd, and, terrible as was the scene 
not an eye was turned away ashe was carried 
along to his destruction. As he disap in 
the face of the cataract one heart-rend shriek 
went up from the crowd. The poor fellow’s 
body was never found nor his identity ever e:- 
tablished. 

“ The other agonizing scene that I was doomed 
to witness was the carrying over the Falls of 
young Charles Addington and little Eva De For- 
est. That happened five of six years before the 
incident I have just related. The Addingtons 
and De Forest’s were prominent families in 
Buffalo in those days, an yeune, Charles was en- 
gaged to be married to Ada De Forest. Miss De 

orest’s mother and her little sister Eva, accom- 
panied by young Addington and herself, came to 
the Falls one day in the Summer to.spend the 
day. While they were on Goat Island little Eva 
went away by herself, and Mrs. De Forest sent the 
young man after her. He found herstanding near 
the shore. He enti tg nage A stole behind her 
and, grasping her under the arms, heid her out 
over the water. She suddenly threw up her 
hands and eet through his arms into the 
water. He ins >! sprang in after her and 
reached her before the swifter rapids had caught 
her. He succeeded in getting her back near 
enough to the shore to throw her on the bank, 
but she had not strength sufficient to hold on 
until her mother could grasp her and fell back 
into the water. They were both carried over the 
falls in sightof their beloved ones. For years 
aiterward Addington’s father visited the falls 
once a week, and would sit for hours gazing at 
the water where they were lost. He finally ceased 
coming, and we learned that he had died grieving 
for his boy, who was his only child,”

B. B. Hopkins, the brother of one of the 
missing party, stated to a reporter yesterday 
that ke had heard that an oar, an umbrella, and 
a lantern that belonged to the boat had been 
found, but that he had not seen them. Mr. 
Hopkins hopes that the publicity given by 
the pape to the accident will cause people 
along the beaches of the Narrows and Raritan 
Bay to be on the lookout for any article that 
may come ashore and indicate where the boat 
had capsized. It is believed, from the direction 
of the tide atthe time the overturned boat was 
picked up, that the party were capsized off Key- 
port, N. J. The wind was blowing moderately from 
the north-west when the three started out with 
their guns, expecting to finda few ducks along 
the shores of Raritan Bay, in theafternoon, at 
sundown, however, the wind had increased, and 
was very choppy and puffy, exactly like the 
treacherous gusts that sent the Grayling under a 
yéar ago.

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THE END OF THE MONTE CARLO 
SEASON. 


———< 

As March draws to a close, and the first 
hot preface of the coming Summer days settle 
down on Monte Carlo, Dame Fortune of the 
roulette-wheel sees with implacable eyes the 
greater portion of her thralls departing. Com- 
placent would be her gaze in comparison to those 
of many of the fiying gamblers—scratched 
deepest with the poison when most she seemed to 
smfle—and could she but read their many resolu- 
tions never to return, with how cynical a smile 
would she not greet so sure a gift of paving- 
stonesto the nether regions. Yor resolutions 
though they be. and made with all honest inten- 
tion of keeping them, they are fated, for the 
most part, to be broken. ‘ Money won is money 
lent,” says the ** croupier,” and money lost. too 
frequently leads to throwing more away 
in its pursuit. There is a fascination, 
an indefinable charm, about the place, 
which will win the hardened gambler to leave 
his absorbing system for a moment to admire its 
beauties and bring the wanderer of the Con- 
tinent back to its smiling villas and bright gar- 
dens as steel to the magnet. ‘‘ See Monaco once 
and you will dream of her ever” is the local 
proverb—one that is none the less true for its 
comparative recent invention. Some wines are 
the ricber for not maturing. And how fair 
is this gem of Southern Europe. It possesses 
that rare virtue of being ever fresh. 
even to its most time-worn visitant, and, like the 
kaleidoscope, presents new faces, though the ob- 
jects which cause them remain thesame. Monaeo 


and Monte Carlo, like the beacons to some Uto- 
pian harbor, stand out into the sea, each on its 
own promontory, shutting in the blue waters of 
the Condamine Bay. igh on the rock of 
Monaco—chosen in by-gone days as_ the 
refuge of a piratical fleet, as famed in 
histo as were their opposers, the Knights 
Templar of Malta an St. John—shows 
the palace of the Prince. Around this high altar 
of the smallest principality in the world clusters 
the town proper of Monaco, bordered again on 
the three sea-girt sides of the rock by the famed 
quien and creepcr-mantled ruins of the ancient 
ortifications, while on the fourth side it pours 
from its entry-gate a stream of quaint houses by 
tortuous streets and ways down to the Con- 
damine. Thence skirting the bay, checkered 
here and there by the blue and green patches of 
color aan | to the waters of the Mediterranean 
runs the road ih a wide sweep by Italian shopand 
French café, past villas nestling in bright gar- 
dens, or dreadfully ila mode hotels, glorying in 
lavish white and gold paint, up to the ens of 
Monte Carlo and the squarein front of its casi- 
no. Instinctively our “cocher” will draw up 
the pair of pretty horses of his Monaco fiacre 
at the imposing steps of the palace of gambling, 
for here is the centre of the charmed 
circle to which all radii lead. Let us turn 
our backs on the florid building for the 
moment, and from its marble steps take a mental 
photograph of the scene. On our immediate left 
stands the Hotel de Paris (formerly a possession 
of the Directorate, but nowin private hands,) 
and the main portion of the town. On our right 
is the Café de Paris, a few shops, and a glimpse 
of the gardens leading down to the lower part 
of the town and the hill-village of Roc-brun. In 
face of us lies the carriage circle, 
fashioned to some minds like the rou- 
lette-wheel, with a central fountain 
to represent the fateful “zero,” and then come 
the bright gardens, as carefully tended and de- 
signed, and rich in a wondrous variety of trees 
and flowers, a graphical lexicon of the vege- 
table world. yond peep out from among a 
maze of trees and terraced gardens villa on villa 
in turreted or gabled oddity, now white, now red, 
now gray, dotting the olive-clad slopes of the hills 
with the colors that make the Italian landscapes 
so pleasing to the child of more northern lands, 
Lastly, behind, in the sombre hues lent by dis- 
tance, rises the great frame-work of the picture. 
Mountain on mountain, tumbled —— their 
deep rifts and valleys bright with the green of 
vineyard and fig grove, or the darker foliage of 
the olive, climb upward in a multitude of ter- 
races, as if nature and her comates had formed 
the huge amphitheatre to witness in the Monte 
Carlian arena what deeds mortals might perform. 
And surely such critics must hold their Olympian 
Guay down, else were ‘faith turned to de- 
spair.”’ 

High up on the hillside, near the prison of the 
piratical days, may be seen the Corniche road 
winding its twisted way in a thread of white to 
the Mentun and San Remo on the east, and Ville- 
franche and Nice on the west. Yet higher, well- 
nigh at the crest, stands the small village of La 
Tourbé, indicated by its ruined arch built by some 
triumphant Roman Emperor, and overlooked in 
these days of artillery by the French fortress 
perched on the almost inaccessible crag 
of “Téte du Chien.” What strange asti 
is to be had in the little village bou- 
verie—too sweet to be mortal, too sour. in 
memory to be nectar—but from the fatigues of 
a steep a ladder it borrows a unique- 
ness perhaps not wholly due to it. And how, 
white glare the road and houses after emerging} 
from the sheltered hillside, where the hot da 
was ashamed to t } Well, however, is 
the climber repaid his labors in the command he 
enjoys of many hills, dotted with their towns 
and villages and domomng | their gardened shores 
into a blue sea whereon t ‘seems always after- 
noon!’ 

But let us descend from our heights and the 
imaginings they create to the prosaic level of the 
mammon strife which wages below. For tosuch 
base uses must come this picture. Very near to 
the sense of Byron’s gloomy line “and all save 
the spirit of man is divine,” approaches Monte 
Carlo, for truly ber climate, her sunny scenes, 
her French vivacity and Italian song have that di- 
—— which the southern sun throwsin his path. 
And for the rest, well, perhaps the gambler in his 
Monte Carlo mood cannot take rank with the 
high of Olympus. but many a pretty action 
like the intruding sun ray through the chink o 
the closed shutter in the mid career of “‘ faites 
les jeus, mes’er’s.”” There are few places where 
mortals disrobe themselves so easily of formal- 
ity as in the Casino of Monte Carlo. The 
very air seems to sift reality from 
sham, and provoke the “ brilé” to giving free 
reins to his true character—with many a conse- 
quent fallto the rider. If the fittest study of 
mankind be mankind, commend the student toa 
aamanes stay at Monte Carlo, and let his 

ocket-book be but thinly furnished, for it needs 

that temptation cometh. He who approaches 
to observe may well stay to be observed, for in- 
fection’s current runs swiftly here. 

Of the dramatis persone how much has been 
written and how much remainsto be said. A 
single table in the gorgeous salle mauresque 
would furnish food for a school of Pythagorean 
philosophy. Around it sit or stand, three or 
four deep in the season,a gathering of fellow- 
mortals, differing in almost every respect save 
rapt attention to the little whirling ball of ivory 
on which they spend their mental incan- 
tations. Croupiers and Countesses, pro- 
fesseurs of the geme, beloved sons tray- 
elin for their health, dejected-looking in- 
dividuals to whom fortune has given the name 
* les sautés,”” gentlemen of the Legion of Honor, 
and ladies not of that same legion—a perfect 
Babel of nations, but with a happy lack of all 
confusion of tongues.

Monte Carlo is in her zenith, and to her light 
wings the insatiable crowd of faithful moths.

NEW PUBLICATIONS 
A PLEA FOR BEER. 


a AND peacnss EFFECTS OF INTEM- 
By G. WHOMARN. New York: 200 
orth-street. 


The effect of the use of intoxicating 
liquors upon the health, manners, and 
morals of a community is of course one of 
the most important of social questions. It 
cannot be said to have been really inves- 
tigated. An enormous deal has been writ- 
ten about it, it istrue. The advocates of 
prohibition, according to the zeal which 
makes them prohibitionists, are prone to 
assert that all our social troubles come 
from the use of alcoholic drinks, and that 
if we could only enact and enforce prohibi- 
tion there would be no more trouble in the 
world, and sorrow and sighing would flee 
away. This is the burden of a recent arti- 
cle by Senator Blair in the North Ameri- 
can Review. To the prohibitionist all our 


social woes are as clearly traceable to 
drink asin the view of Mr. Henry George 
they are traceable to the appropriation of 
land, or in that of Mr. Wihtam Morris to 
the substitution of machine work for 
hand work. The prohibitionist rarely at- 
tempts to prove his case. He counts up 
the number of poor-houses, State prisons, 
and insane asylums, and then says “ Be- 
hold the work of rum.” 

_ This is evidently satisfactory to him, but 
it is very unsatisfactory to preeee who 
wish to know the facts. Such people are 
under obligations to Mr. Thomann, the 
author of the work now under review. To 
be sure, Mr. Thomann is not a disinterested 
searcher after truth. He is an apologist, 
and it appears from some B pe yp om of his 
work that he has some sort of connection 
with the Brewers’ Union, a connection 
which would be inferable from the whole 
purport of his book, even if no explicit 
statements of it weremade. At the same 
time, Mr. Thomann has a German thor- 
oughness which impels him to inquire what 
really are the facts. He has spared no 
labor in doing this, and it gives us pleasure 
to say that we have not detec him in 
any efforts to pervert the meaning of the 
statistics which he has taken the pains to 
collect. The bias of his position is to be 
detected only in his comments and in the 
part of his work which follows what to 
most readers will give the book its chief 
interest. This is the collection and anal- 
ysis of the statistics bearing upon the rela- 
tion of insanity to intemperance. 

_ The prohibitionists, as Mr. Thomann 
justly says, consider their case proved 
when they have adduced such a fact as 
the figures of the census of 1880, which 
show 91,997 lunatics against 37,432 reported 
in 1870. Behold, they say, how insanity in- 
creases With the increase of intemperance. 
This admonition would be more to the pur- 
pose if they proved, instead of asserting, 
thatinsanity and intemperance were a con- 
stant relation to each other, and if they 
proved, instead of assuming, that intem- 
perance is increasing. As Mr. Thomann 
goes on to point out, while it is true that 
intemperance is one cause of insanity, in- 
sanity has many other causes, and though 
one might plausibly infer an increase of 
insanity from an increase of intemperance, 
it is absurd to infer an increase of intem- 
perance from an increase of insanity. 1t 
must be proved otherwise. 

Now, as a matter of fact, says Mr. Tho- 
mann, there is every reason to believe that 
intemperance is diminishing. The per 
capita consumption of distilled spirits in 
the United States, according to the rev- 
enue returns of that year, was about five 
quarts; in 1880 it had diminished to three 
quarts and a half. The computation from 
which Mr. Thomann derives this conclu- 
sion seems to be fairly made, so that whether 
the estimate of consumption is accurate or 
not the relation will still bethe same. The 
further back we go the stronger become 
the indications that the consumption of 
ardent spirits has been diminishing, and 
indications are, of course, all that we can 
have, the subject not admitting of demon- 
stration. In 1820 the consumption of dis- 
tilled liquors seems to have been at the 
rate of 11 quarts for every person. This 
statistical result accords with the observa- 
tion of every American who has reached 
mature years and looks back upon the 
drinking customs of his boyhood, remem- 
bering also the stories he then heard of the 
drinking customs of the generation before. 
Fifty years ago every house was a bar- 
room, and every casual caller was invited 
to partake of liquid refreshments, which 
in the houses of the rich gave a choice of 
wine or spirits, but in the great majority 
of houses meant an invitation to drink 
spirits. The laborers in a harvest field 
would have struck if a jus of rum and 
water had not been provide for them. 

Itis true that this decline im the use of 
ardent spirits has been accompanied, has 
in fact been caused, by an increased con- 
sumption of beer. But surely even Neal 
Dow must admit that whisky is one thing 
and beer another, and that the difference 
is in favor of beer; that a community in 
which people drink freely of a fluid upon 
which it is comparatively difficult to get 
drunk is in a better condition than one in 
which they drink freely of a fluid upon 
which it is difficult to avoid getting drunk. 
Hogarth’s famous picture of ‘ Beer Street 
and Gin Lane” enforces an important 
truth. It is questionable whether the 
same result could have been attained in 
any other way. At all events, nothing 
like the same results have been attained in 
any other way; and it would be difficult 
to show that all the advocates and legisla- 
tors of prohibition in this country have 
done as much to diminish intemperance as 
has been done by the German brewers. 

All the indications thus being that in- 
temperance has diminished in this country 
since light beer became a common bever- 
age, itis manifest that the increase of in- 
sanity has not been a result of the increase 
of intemperance. The apparent increase 
of insanity Mr. Thomann considers to be 
in part apparent only; by reason, in part, 
of the looseness with which the statistics 
of 1870 were collected, and in still greater 
part by reason of the growing tendency to 
regard insanity as a remediable, or at least 
alleviable, disease, the sufferers from which 
should be sent to asylums where they can 
be best treated, instead of an afiliction, the 
victims of which are to be secluded, and 
which is in itself a disgrace as well as an 
affliction. The records of asylums aremuch 
better kept than in former years, but 
this very fact renders a comparison with 
former years untrustworthy. Mr. Tho- 
mann has apparently written to the 
Superintendent of every insane asylum in 
the United States for a statement of the 
proportion of cases under their charge 
which are traceable to intemperance. e 
has received reports from 654 asylums, the 
records of which are so kept as to furnish 
answers to his inquiries, and he tabulates 
the results with the name of the asylum, 
the number of patients, the number, classi- 
fied by sex, whose malady is attributed to 
intemperance. The final footing of this 
table shows that out of 36,973 patients in 
54 asylums, including nearly all the States, 
there are 2,334 men and 254 women who 
have been made insane by drunkenness; 
in all 2,588, or a trifle less than 7 per cent. 
of the whole. This is not, of course, an 
exhaustive generalization, but the investi- 
gator seems to have done his best to make 
it so, and it is the most trustworthy piece 
of statistics bearing on the question that 
has thus far been published. It seems 
reasonable to suppose that in many cases 
the same tendency which finally made its 
victims lunatics first made them drunkards, 
so that intemperance was at most but a 
contributive cause ofinsanity. But with all 
abatements the showing is serious enough 
without the wild exaggeration with which 
the advocates of prohibition treat the sub- 
ject. Mr..Thomann’s results are at least 
far more trustworthy than those of Dr. 
Howe, who proved that out of 300 idiots in 
Massachusetts the idiocy of 145 was trace- 
able to drink, and that the same proportion 
held good among lunatics. In Denmark, 
one of the most drunken countries in 
Europe, the statistics of the national idiot 
asylum for 10 years show 19 cases out of 196 
in which the parents were of intemperate 
habits, or a trifle less than W per cent., in- 
stead of a trifle less than 50. 

That there is a great sanitary difference 
between *‘ good whisky”’ and “ bad whisky” 
must also be admitted, the chemical dif- 
ference being the presence in the latter of 
the highly poisonous amylic alcohol, and 
it is to the use of the unrectified spirits dis- 
tilled from potatoes that the worst results 
of drunkenness in the north of Europe are 
attributed. Mr. Thomann also attacks 
with much vigor the common assertion of 
prohibitionists that beer drinking leads to 
spirit drinking, and cites among other 
thi the example of South Garmany, In 
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r. Thomann considers that it would be 
much nearer the truth to reverse this pro 
osition. Upon this point he gives the sta- 
tistics of the Alms-house of Kings County, 
where, out of 671 paupers, intemperance 
was aaaigued as the cause of poverty in 72 
cases. In the Massachusetts census the 
percentage is still smaller; out of 4,342 
paupers 584 were referred to the intemper- 
ance of the pauper or of the parents-or 
protectors of the pauper. 

These statistics are extremely interesting, 
and Mr. Thomann deserves credit for the 
care and candor with which, in spite of his 
aes as an apologist, he handles them. 

ut it is at this point that we must part 
company with - Tohim the consump- 
tion of beer is not the less of two evils—it 
is a positive good. ‘ Intoxicants,” he ob- 
serves, “ have been civilizers of nations,” 
a proposition which may safely be left to 
itself by anybody who considers the con- 
dition of the North American Indian be- 
fore and since rum was made accessible to 
him. That prohibition does not prohibit 
and has never produced any bonedite com- 
mensurate with its necessa evils, that 
beer po ay | is a very different habit 
from whisky drinking, that the law ought 
to take cognizance of the quality of liquor 
and beer offered for sale—all these things 
we may concede to Mr. Thomann without 
conceding to him that a man guzzling beer 
is engagedin a noble and meritorious ac- 
tion, which ought to excite the admiration 
of everybody, or that the revenue de- 
rived from distilleries and breweries ought 
to blind us to the mischief that their prod- 
ucts do. A high license man is anathema 
to the eulogist of beer as well as a probibi- 
tionist. That licenses may be made so high 
as to defeat the objects of high license and 
to encourage illicit sales is true. The point 
at which Loge should be fixed is that which 
will attain the object of diminishing the 
number of places at which liquor can be 
had; not, as Mr, Thomann seems to think, 
of increasing the number of places at 
which beer can be had. To diminish the 
consumption of spirits by increasing the 
consumption of beer is a laudable object; 
but to increase the consumption of beer 
absolutely is not an object for which any- 
body but a brewer can feel enthusiasm. 
Our author’s argument against high 
licenses is singularly weak, considering the 
strength of his argument against prohibi- 
tion. He makesa point of the fact that 
there were 216 more Federal licenses than 
city licenses issued in Detroit in 1883 under 
a high licenselaw ; butso far as this piece of 
evidence goes it shows that only about 25 
per cent. of the drinking places in Detroit 
were carried on illicitly under a high 
license law—a result which we should re- 
gard in this city as more than a tolerable 
success under such a law. 

For readers who can make the necessary 
distinctions between his facts and his argu- 
ments, or for readers who can discriminate 
between his sound and his unsound argu- 
ments, Mr. Thomann’s book is a valuable 
contribution to the study of a most im- 
portant question.

—Bristling with Thorns. By O. T. 
Beard. Detroit: News Company. 1834.— 
A sensational story written in the sensa- 
tional paragraphic style, but full of striking 
incidents. If the writer has not studied 
the Southern “cracker” in his-native-cabin, 
he is a very bold and clever romancer in- 


deed. The scenes are in the South and 
South-west; the time, the civil war. It has 
a cheap style and the wood-cuts that illus- 
trate the book are cheap; the bloody shirt 
is waved with frenzy, but one cannot deny 
the writer ability of a crude virile sort, and 
any one who tries to pooh-pooh the dra- 
matic incidents as impossible can be met 
by ahostof actual horrors hardly less sen- 
sational than the fictitious events in this 
popular novel. The war and the recon- 
struction period furnish plenty. 

—A Great Treason. A Story of the 
War of Independence, By Mary A. M. 
Hoppus. New-York: Macmillan & Co— 
The story of the American Revolution, be- 
ginning with the destruction of the tea in 
Boston, is the topic treated by the author, 
and from this well-known material an in- 
teresting romance has been written. There 
are three heroes and as many heroines, 
in “‘A Great Treason,” who.take different 
sides in the struggle. Opportunity had 
been taken to introduce many of the noted 
characters, and Benedict Arnold, André, 
Gates, Burgoyne. and Washington figure 
in the pages of the story. To treat 
a@ subject of this kind properly 
has necessitated a careful research in 
the history of the period, But what 
is more difficult, and something which the 
author has thoroughly mastered, are the 
manners and customs of our people in the 
revlutionary times. ‘‘A Great Treason” is 
exceedingly well written, the literary style 
is good, and the interest carried through 
to theend. The historical events are care- 
fully recited, and in no way has the author 
taken even such liberties with them as ro- 
mancers-often indulge in. 


—George Washington. Lives of Ameri- 
cam Worthies. By John Habberton. New- 
York: Henry Holt & Co, 1884.—Itis perfect- 
ly true,as Mr.Habberton writes it in his pre- 
face, “‘ no literary editor has time to care- 
fully read more than one-fourth of the 
books he receives.’”’ It is taking a great 
deal for granted when he does even read 
‘carefully’ 15 books in the hundred; 
and why should he? Ifthe employers of 


such literary editors Were exacting, and in- 
sisted that all books should be read by their 
servants, how innumerable would be the 
suicides, Still, there are many books dili- 
gently read from preface to finis by those 
who “review,” and ‘‘ Helen’s Babies’’ was 
a a volume of this kind. Mr. Habber- 
ton has “done” his George Washington 
in a half-hearted way, and we rather like 
the author the more on this very account. 
The hatchet episode has been worn so 
thread-bare that Mr. Habberton showed 
his disgust for it. He can be very slightly 
humorous in regard to the ‘‘ Washington 
nurses’ and “‘the Washington head-quar- 
ters,” but the fun is to be found hardly 
anywhere else. To write a comic history 
of Gen. Washington must have been harder 
work than to break stone; so pam, travail, 
and physical weariness are often per- 
ceptible in the book. Mr. Habberton 
is, however, to be congratulated, be- 
cause, under instructions to do some- 
thing quite impossible—that is, to 
crack jokes on the Father of his Country— 
he has been humorous to an exceeding 
minute degree, imperceptibly, in fac 
Physically, the only thing that a cari- 
caturist could take hold of was Washing- 
ton’s false teeth, but his mental traits were 
so noble as to defy ridicule. The man is 
too near us, his example is still, thanks be 
to the Lord, too potent for us ‘to fool” 
with his memory. Perhaps no one was 
more conscious than Mr. Habberton with 
the difficulties of this task. 


—A Text-Book of the Principles of 
Physics. By Alfred Danicl. London and 
New-York: Macmillan & Co. 1884.—The 
design of this volume is that it shall form 
@ contribution to medical education. In 
unfortunately too many of our universi- 
ties graduates take their degree with the 
vaguest ideas of physics, and without any 
acquaintance with these subjects it be- 
comes utterly impossible tofollow outthose 


exigencies of physiological study which in- 
variably attend medical practice. How is it 

ossible for the most skillful man with his 

ands alone to perform operations on the 
eye without a grounding in the laws of 
optics, or even endeavor to study the char- 
acter of the ear if ignorant of acoustics? 
Such ignorance of nature’s laws has 





been an anomaly of medical educa- 
tion, but it is hardly supposable that 
such an era of ignorance can_ be of long 
uration. It is most especially for the 
telligent student of physiology that 
the present volume has been compiled, 
the aim of the author being to produce a 
work useful at once to the student of 
medicine first; then to the student of 
Oe , and lastly to the gmeret reader. 

e plan of the work is that of ual 
procession. Beginning with the simplest 
of physical definitions, the work gradually 
arrives at the more complex ones. The 
volume may be considered, then, as a step- 
ping-stone to further attainments and a 
suitable text-book “for that iarge cir- 
cle of readers who, having no desire 
to follow out the special study of physics, 
may yet wish to possess an elementary 
acquaintance with the modern aspect of 
natural philosophy.’’ Very wisely the 
author, in order to limit the bulk of his 
yolume. has purposely omitted the history 
and personal aspect of scientific discovery ; 
the work is none the worse for that. 
The excellence of “The Principles of 
Physics” is distinctly perceptible in its 
clearness and thoroughness.

—Mr. Austin Dobson is writing a his- 
tory of Thomas Bewick and his pupils, and 
about a hundred illustrations of the Be- 
wick school of wood engraving are said to 
be in preparation for the work. 


—The Putnams announce the eighteenth 
edition of Haydn’s “ Dictionary of Dates,” 
with a 200-page supplement containing 
American additions. The price will be re- 
duced to $5, having formerly been $8. 


—The Harpers will reprint the George 
Eliot essays in style uniform with their 
library edition of her novels. The volume 
was left by the author ready for the press. 
It contains several short essays and notes 
which have not heretofore been printed. 

—Miss Maud Howe’s novel, ‘‘The San 
Rosario Ranch: A Study in Black and 
White,” will be published by Roberts 
Brothers. The scene of it is California, 
though occasional glimpses are given of 
London and Venice. Miss Howe is a 
daughter of Mrs. Julia Ward Howe. 


—Mr. Andrew Lang is said to be engaged 
on a work called “Custom and Myth,” 
which aims at being more or less an 
epitome of Mr. Lang’s researches into mat- 
ters relating to early usages and beliefs. 
The Longmans will publish the work for 
England. Mr. Lang’s American publishers 
are the Scribners. 

—A ‘‘ Church Cyclopeedia” will be issued 
this month by L. R. Hamersley & Co., of 
Philadelphia. It contains asertes of dio- 
cesan histories, and among the contributors 
are many of the Bishops of the Episcopal 
Church. 

—In preparing his sketch of Margaret 
Fuller for the Famous Women Series, Col. 
Higginson has had access to most valuable 
material in manuscript, including unpub- 
lished letters to Emerson and Dr. Hedge, 
ae eee which she wrote to her hus- 
band. 


—It is said that the late M. Gilbert Ran- 
don, the French caricaturist, was the orig- 
inal of the hero of one of Daudet’s most 
pathetic short stories. The circumstances 
were much altered by Daudet, but the 
suggestion was derived from the melan- 
choly end of Randon’s career, once so 
bright and promising. 

—The letters from Garibaldi, now ap- 
pearing at Hamburg, come from the hands 
of a lady, the daughter of a Hamburg 
banker named Brandt. She left her home 
and country years ago and gave herself up 
to the cause of Ltalian unity. She main- 
tained a constant correspondence with 
Garibaldi for several years.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi-

President ARTHUR’S workers will strive 
with all their well-known skill and with 
all their equally notorious unscrupulousness 
to control the Utica convention in his inter- 
est. The Blaine workers will be not less 
active in their endeavors to capture the 
convention and to name the four delegates 
at large. But what are those delegates 
going to do who want neither ARTHUR nor 
BLAINE? If they have the sense to recog- 
nize their advantage of position, the skill 
to keep it, and the courage to use it, New- 
York may be spared the blunder and 
humiliation of sending to Chicago four 
delegates instructed or disposed to vote 
for the nomination of a man who cannot 
rome within 50,000 votes of securing the 
Electoral vote of the State. 


The Arthur delegation from the Empire 
City of the Empire State to the National 
Republican Convention is one of which 
the President has every reason to be 
proud. Here isa portion of it: ‘ JoHn- 
xy” O'BRIEN, “Jack” Brapy, “ Bos” Mo- 
CorD, ‘‘ JAKE” PATTERSON, ‘‘ MIKE” CRE- 
GaN, “‘ BARNEY” BIGLIN, “ FRANK” Ray- 
MOND. Two of thesé people are members 
of the notorious ‘‘ Police Head-quarters 
Gang.” Another delegate is best known 
among his feliows by the characteristic 
appellation of “Sitting Bull.” These per- 
sons are the result of the rule of ARTHUR 
and the prevalence of Arthurism for the 
last 12 years in the Metropolis of America, 
and the President alone is responsible for 
their political existence; they owe to him 
everything they have or are in the world, 
and CHESTER A. ARTHUR in return owesa 
good deal tothem., The men are fit rep- 
resentatives of the master, and at the 
same time it must be admitted that the 
master does credit to his men. May such 
fortune as they deserve attend these 
specimen New-York Republicans at Chi- 
cago, or wherever else their Honored 
Chief may deem proper to send them. 


The Senate hopes to dispose of the Bank- 
gaptcy bill to-day, and the House Judici- 
ary Committee will try to get a day fixed 
for the consideration of a likes measure 


in that body. In the Senate Mr. GzorcE 
has several amendments pending which 
may excite considerable debate. One of 
them undertakes to punish dealing in 
“futures” in stocks, grain, food products, 
salt, wool, or tobacco, by declaring bank- 
rupt any insolvent who shall be en- 
gaged in such dealings, while a sec- 
ond amendment refuses a release of 
debt due by a_ bank or _ individ- 
ual for deposits if the debtor shall 
have been dealing in “ futures” or 
lent money to any one so engaged. The 
nature of these amendments is laudable, 
but Mr. GEORGE might as well provide by 
an amendment to the Bankruptcy bill 
that its benefits shall be confined to the 
upright, the temperate, and the chaste. 
Absolute human virtue is unattainable by 
legislation. 


The House of Representatives has passed 
a bill reducing from five years to two years 
the statutory limit for prosecutions in cases 
against persons who have transgressed 
the internal revenue laws. Experience 
shows that in the most important cases 
the Statute of Limitations is very useful to 
defendants and very embarrassing to the 
Government. The application of a limit 
of three years caused the abandonment of 
one or two of the clearest star route 
cases, and made importapt evidence 
in others worthless, because the be- 
ginning of the legal proceedings 
was delayed by powerful Government 
officers who seemed to be in sympathy 
with the ring. The bill passed by the 
House is supported by Secretary FOLGER 
and Commissioner Evans, and it is an- 
nounced that they desire by shortening 
the period to prevent the “revival of 
vexatious prosecutions for minor offenses” 
in the South, where citizens have been 
persecuted by Federal officers in search of 
fees. Would it not be better to retain the 
existing period of limitation and give the 
offices to honest men? Such men might 
not be so useful in manufacturing dele- 
gates for a Presidential candidate, but 
they might lead Southern men to respect 
the National Government and national 
laws. 


The enactment of a law like the one 
proposed in the bill for the passage of 
which the Committee on Pensions will 
probably ask a suspension of the rules to- 
day, would greatly extend the pension 
rolls, and at the same time very seriously 
weaken the existing laws which relate to 
the submission of proof of disability. 
This bill provides that evidence show- 
ing that the applicant was mustered 
in, and that he served for three 
months, must be regarded as proof 
that he was in good health at the time of 
enlistment. If he is now suffering from 
disability or disease, ‘“‘ which there is 
probable cause to believe was incurred 
while in the service,” he is to be given a 
pension. No estimate of the number of 
men who would be added to the roll under 
such a law is offered, for the good reason, 
apparently, that no trustworthy estimate 
could be made. This bill and the Mexican 
Pension bill, recently passed, are regarded 
by many as steps toward the pensioning 
of all surviving veterans, regardless of 
disability. Before making any changes in 
existing laws the cost should be carefully 
counted, 


‘There will be a general examination for 
entrance to the State civil service in the 
principal cities throughout the State on 
Thursday the 24th. This has been very 
carefully planned by the State commis- 
sion. The questions are prepared by the 
commission and sent out to the various 
points, where the commission will be rep- 
resented by two citizens of opposite par- 
ties, at each city, who will see that all the 
requirements of the law and the regu- 
lations are duly observed, and that 
the various candidates are carefully in- 
formed as to those requirements. The 
papers of each candidate will be forwarded 
to the commission with a sealed envelope 
containing his name and bearing his desk 
number, to be opened only after the papers 
have been duly examined and marked. 
The experiment is a somewhat novel one, 
and its success will be watched with great 
interest. 


A DO-NOTHING PARTY. 

The sole hope of the Democrats for win- 
ning the next election is in Republican 
shortcomings. Of positive merit they 
have very little. If the Republicans would 
kindly put up a candidate whom a consid- 
erable portion of his party would not sup- 
port, it would be a godsend to the Demo- 
crats. It is their only chance for success. 
Of course that chance would be much 
improved if they should themselves 
select their strongest man and place him 
on a platform of respectable stability, but 
at this moment the question of who that 
man is or where he can be found, or even 
on what sort of a platform he should be 
placed, occupies very little of the attention 
of the Democrats. They are waiting 
open-mouthed for the fruit of Republican 
folly to fall down their throats. 

This ought to bg a cogent reason for Re- 
publicans to avoid the folly by which the 
Democrats are longing to profit. Tothose 
Republicans who are attached to their 
party from principle, and who understand 
how serious a thing would be the acces- 
sion of the Democracy to power, this reason 
isa very strong one. It is not mere partisan- 
ship that urges them to keep their party up 
to its highest standard, though of honest 
partisanship they have no lack; it isa 
profound conviction that for the Govern- 
ment to pass into the hands of the Demo- 
crats would be a misfortune{second only 
to the misfortune of having the Republic- 
an Party sink to the Democratic level. 

In point of capacity that level is very 
low. A single fact will illustrate it. The 
Democratic Party has now been in power 
in the House of Representatives for nearly 
five months, with every inducement to 
show its ability to promote good govern- 
ment, and what has it done in that direc- 
tion? Nothing. We do not say that it 
has not done much, or that it has not 
done all it ought. It has done noth- 
ing. The New-York Sun, which is 
as anxious as any one could be over the 
distressing situation, says that it is all due 
to the Morrison bill. But why cannot 


the party dispose of the Morrison bill? 


Because it has no convictions on the sub- 
ject one way or the other, no leaders who 
can guide it to convictions, no brains or 
conscience anywhere, in or out of the 
House, sufficient to furnish it with 
an intelligible policy on this or 
any other subject. The Sun _ itself, 
which shows signs of singular intel- 
ligence in some directions, fails. in 
this one. It can only say, ‘“‘Take your 
Morrison bill away, cut down the appro- 
priations, and go home and shout, ‘ Turn 
the rascals out !’” But the country, how- 
ever little it may think of some of the 
tendencies of the Republican Party, will 
not be apt to ‘‘turn it out” unless it has 
some sort of proof that the men who want 
to get in are better, and of this there is no 
proof. 

It is not merely that the House hds done 
nothing with the Tariff bill. It has done 
nothing with other matters that have been 
before it. In the question of taxation, for 
instance, the opponents of Mr. MORRISON 
had an excellent opportunity to serve the 
country and their party. They did not 
approve of touching the tariff. They 
declared that the internal revenue was 
the thing to be reformed. But they early 
learned that it was impracticable to abol- 
ish the internal revenue—at least they 
ought to have learned it. If, then, they 
had had the sense to propose a reasonable 
revision of the internal tax system and a 
proper reform of the machinery of collec- 
tion, they could have carried it in 
the House, and if the Senate re- 
jected it, they would have made a 
strong point for their party. But they 
did not know enough. There was no one 
among them with experience and capacity 
and industry enough to work up such a 
measure, place it strongly before the 
House, and carry it by the force of 
argument and persuasion. They could 
do nothing but cry themselves hoarse over 
the abolition of the internal revenue, The 
result is that, after having wasted eight or 
nine months in barren squabbling, Con- 
gress will adjourn leaving not a sign of 
thecapacity of the majority to conduct the 
Government. 

It is with no partisan satisfaction that 
we trace these plain evidences of the rooted 
imbecility of the Democratic Party. We 
regard it as an evil anda nuisance. In 
common with a great many earnest Re- 
publicans, we have been working for a 
dozen years to purify and elevate our 
own party, and the greatest obstacle 
we have found has been this hope- 
less Democratic record. It has been 
the source of strength for the 
machine politicians, and has prevented 
them from being frightened into decency. 
It is the source of their confidence now. 
But the fact that Democratic success 
would be so severe a blow to the country 
only renders it the more necessary to 
strengthen our party to prevent it, for, 
bad as the Democracy is, it will surely 
beat us with any but our best man. 


WHO SAVED THE MONEY? 


Attorney-General BREWSTER has writ- 
ten and sent to the United States Senate a 
letter relating to the fees of the prose- 
cuting lawyers in the star route cases. 
Speaking of the result of the second trial, 
he remarks that although the defendants 
were acquitted by a jury, they were con- 
victed by the common judgment of the 
whole country. ‘ These prosecutions,” he 
adds, “‘ have not been without their use- 
fulness either. Ihave been informed by 
the Post Office officials that they have 
saved the Government in that department 
alone $2,000,000 per annum.” 

No Post Office official acquainted with 
the facts could have truthfully made such 
a statement to Mr. Brewster. And he 
must know that the star route prosecutions 
in Washington did not cause the reduction 
of expenses which was made in the Post 
Office Department. While the Department 
of Justice was stumbling along in the by- 
ways of litigation, allowing Grand Juries 
to be adjourned and the statutory period 
of limitation to expire in very important 
cases, the Postmaster-General was fearlessly 
cutting off the fraudulent service for which 
men who ought to have been put on trial 
had illegally taken millions from the Treas- 
ury. In this way he saved to the Govern- 
ment in the Post Office Department at 
least $1,500,000 a year, in spite of the 
blunders and failures of the Department 
of Justice. Not until after the greater 
part of this great work had been done by 
Tuomas L. JAMES did the Department of 
Justice undertake to punish some of the 
guilty men whose frauds Mr. JAMES and 
his assistants had uncovered, and whose 
enormous profits they had cut away. The 
Department of Justice failed. Mr. JAMES 
also placed at the disposal of the Depart. 
ment of Justice the evidence upon which 
many men ought to have been sued one 
year and a half ago, for the recovery of 
millions of dollars which had gone into 
their pockets before he could apply the 
knife to their fraudulent contracts and 
useless routes. The Department of Justice 
has unaccountably failed to prosecute 
these suggested civil suits. If we except 
the conviction in Philadelphia of a poor 
tool of the wealthiest members of the 
ring, who foolishly supposed that he was 
protected by the pledge of a Government 
officer who represented the Postmaster- 
General and Attorney-General, and the 
recovery of a few dollars from some clerks 
in that city who had used bogus bonds, 
the Department of Justice has accom- 
plished nothing in its so-called pursuit of 
star route thieves. No one has been 
punished, and not a cent has been saved 
except the $1,500,000 a year which was 
saved by Mr. James. The predictions 
made when Mr. James finished his work, 
that no guilty man would suffer, and that 
no money would be recovered by the De- 
partment of Justice, have been fulfilled. 


“The thoroughness of the investigations 
has made it plain,” says the Attorney- 
General, ‘“‘that there is no place so high 
that it could become a sanctuary for a 
thief or a public robber.” It was the act 
of Tuomas L. James that made it plain 
that a high office in the Post Office De- 
partment could not continue to-be a sanc- 
tuary for the leader of the ring. It does 
not appear that any of the proceedings of 
the Department of Justice have decreased 
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the number .6f. 
places. _ 


CAPT, C. C. DUNCAN. 

A reader of THe Trues makes the fol- 
lowing request :* 

Piease state if the Capt. Duncan, Shipping 
Commissioner, so notorious of late in his suit 
against THE Tres, is still in charge of the 
Brooklyn Sunday-school. And why is it that 
the churches are so willing to encourage such 
people? Or are the characters of men of no 
consequence ? INQUIRER. 

At the time of the trial of his suit against 
THE Times for libel Shipping Commissioner 
DUNCAN was Superintendent of the Sun- 
day-school of the Tompkins-Avenue Con- 
gregational Church, in. Brooklyn. We 
have seen no announcément of his resig- 
nation or dismissal, nor have we ever 
heard it intimated that his ministrations 
and teachings as Superintendent of the 
Sunday-school were not entirely satisfac- 
tory to the Rev. GEorRGE F. PENTECOST, 
the Pastor of the Tompkins-Avenue Con- 
gregational Church, and to the church and 
congregation. 

We have been not a little surprised at 
this, for in the article published in THE 
Tres of June 10, upon which Capt. Dun- 
CAN based his libel suit, the following 
language was used, being statements 
made to a Times reporter by a Connecti- 
cut man who knows Capt. DUNCAN well: 
“I think I am justified in believing 
that he is cruel enough and heartless 
enough to rob any sailor or sailor’s 
widow or orphan he can get his 
clutches upon, and I know him to 
be coward enough. I know him to be a 
canting hypocrite, filled to the chin with 
sham godliness, and forever oozing and 
dripping false piety and pharasaical pray- 
ers.” These are hard things to say about 
any man, but a Brooklyn jury, after a 
week’s patient hearing of evidence, de- 
cided that this language as applied to Capt. 
C. C. DuNcCAN was not libelous, and that 
he had no reasonable ground to complain 
that it was nota fair and truthful estimate 
and picture of his character. 

From our observation of the general 
practice of churches, and from things we 
have read here and there, we had formed 
the opinion that the Superintendent of a 
Sunday-school ought not to be a “‘ canting 
hypocrite, filled to the chin with sham 
godliness and forever oozing and drip- 
ping false piety and pharasaical prayers.” 
Nor does it seem to us that aman who is 
found to have been guilty as an officer of the 
Government, of corrupt and dishonest 
conduct, and of a misappropriation of 
moneys that he ought to have paid into 
the Treasury of the United States is the 
right sort of a person to get up in the Sun- 
day-school room and talk to innocent and 
trusting children upon the beauty and 
sweetness of a godly life. Indeed, the idea 
of a public thief having anything to do with 
a Sunday-school or with religious instruc- 
tion is revolting to us. 

But there is room for a difference of 
opinion in such matters, and we suppose 
the Tompkins-Avenue Congregational 
Church has some excellent reason for pre- 
ferring a canting hypocrite and a corrupt 
and dishonest misappropriator of public 
moneys for its Sunday-school Superin- 
tendent, otherwise it would have got 
rid of Capt. C. C. DUNCAN on the 
day following that upon which a jury 
of his townsmen decided that he had pre- 
cisely 12 cents’ worth of character, and 
that it had been damaged to the full 
amount of its value by two minor and 
not fully supported charges among the 
many made in THE Times article. What 
these reasons may be we cannot imagine, 
but it is possible that the members 
of the Tompkins-Avenue Congregational 
Church believe that Capt. DUNCAN’s thrifty 
habit of dividing up between himself and his 
four sons the $25,000, or more, received as 
fees by him proves him to be so compe- 
tent an instructor of youth in the difficult 
art of getting on in the world that they 
are willing to overlook his hypocrisy and 
corruption. 

That the Tompkins-Avenue Congrega- 
tional Church should retain this man as a 
Sunday-school Superintendent is merely 
curious or scandalous, according to the 
point of view of the observer. That he 
should be allowed to keep his place as 
United States Shipping Commissioner is a 
gross outrage upon public decency and an 
insult to every upright Federal officer. THE 
Times proved before Judge CULLEN and a 
Brooklyn jury that he is a public plunderer. 
United States District Attorney Root ap- 
peared before Judge WALLACE on Saturday 
to expose the absurdities of the report of a 
United States Commissioner that the com- 
pensation of Capt. DuNcAN and his sons 
was not unreasonable. Judge WALLACE 
holds the matter under advisement. It is 
to be hoped that the stealings of the Dun- 
CAN family will bespeedily checked. But 
that will not be enough. They should be 
driven away from the public crib alto- 
gether. 


THE CAMPAIGN POSTPONED. 


It is announced that the Democratic 
State Convention has been, as one may 
say, indefinitely postponed. The State 
Committee was to have met next Thurs- 
day to arrange the preliminaries of the 
convention. Mr. DANIEL MANNING, ac- 
cording to the Sun, will not call the com- 
mittee together until the middle of May, 
at the earliest. The State Convention will 
not be held until the middle of June. This 
is done, it is said, at the request of a ma- 
jority of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, the members thinking it unwise to 
move early in the campaign. The 
Republican National Convention meets 
June 8, and the Democratic National Con- 
vention is called for July 8. Possibly this 
last named event will also be postponed, 
since the Democratic policy seems to be to 
play a ‘“‘waiting game.” In entire con- 
sonance with this ‘policy, the Democrats 
have postponed their opening of the cam- 
paign to a date one month later than that 
fixed upon by the Republicans. While 
they are about it, why don’t the Demo- 
crats postpone the whole business until, 
say, next December? 

There is much to be said in favor of a 
long postponement of the Democratic 
campaign. Gen, GRANT said long ago, 
with that cruel conciseness for which he 
is justly celebrated, that the Republicans 
might with tolerable safety depend on the 


Democrats making a capital blunder be- 
fore their campaign was over; and Repub- 
licans have always traded on that fatal 
facility of their adversaries. This year, 
the Democrats have sternly resolved to 
avoid the possibility of biundering by do- 
ing nothing at all. The party that keeps well 
in the rear, skirmishing behind the fences, 
and never doing anything until its adver- 
saries have gone on ahead, is certainly 
safe. It will not lose its baggage; but, on 
the other hand, it will hardly capture the 
enemy’s. 


GORDON AND STANLEY. 


It has been suggested that Gorpon, if 
he finds himself unable to escape from 
Khartoum by descending the Nile, may 
retreat toward the Congo Valley. This is 
by no means improbable. When he was 
summoned to go to Khartoum GorRDON 
was onthe point of going to the Congo 
region with the intention of making his 
way from the Upper Congo to the Egyp- 
tian ports in the Soudan. This project is 
now to be carried out by STANLEY, and it 
is quite possible that STANLEY hopes to 
meet GORDON and to assist him in reaching 
the Congo. 

There are several steamers at Khartoum 
under GorpDon’s control. The rebels, never 
dreaming that he may decide to retreat up 
the Nile, will not take the precaution of 
planting artillery on its banks, but will be 
satisfied with having already made it im- 
possible for his steamers to descend the 
Nile from Khartoum. From the latter 
place GORDON can steam into the heart of 
the Bahr-el-Ghazal country, where he will 
find no force to oppose him. Several trav- 
elers have already succeeded in reaching 
the Welle, which STANLEY believes to be 
an affluent of the Congo. GORDON can 
undoubtedly reach the Welle, and if he 
does not find STANLEY waiting for him 
with boats, he can follow the bank of the 
river to its junction with the Congo. Per- 
haps STANLEY is destined to gain the re- 
ward of $100,000 which has just been of- 
fered for the rescue of GORDON, and per- 
haps GORDON is destined to be the first 
white man to travel from the Nile to the 
Congo. 


AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 


Mr. BaRNum’s plan of making an ele- 
phant white by artificial raeans in order 
to contrast it with the dark and genuine 
white elephant is an ingenious one, but it 
is of less interest to elephants than it is to 
another class of our population. The in- 
ventor of the process of bleaching ele- 
phants claims that it can be applied with- 
out the slightest injury to colored peo- 
ple, and that it furnishes a complete 
answer to JoB’s famous inquiry as to the 
possibility of whitening an Ethiopian. 
The experiment now making with the 
elephant is watched by the entire popula- 
tion of Thompson-street with the utmost 
interest, and if it succeeds the colored 
man will be as rare among us as the sacred 
white elephant himself. 

The bleaching process, as now conduct- 
ed, will not make the complexion of the 
colored man identical with that of the 
white man. The cleansed Ethiopian will 
be of a dazzling whiteness, rivaling that 
of the snow. The purest blonde of Madi- 
son-avenue will appear dark by the side 
of the beauties of Thompson-street, and 
what was once the white race will sud- 
denly become the colored race. 

It will be a curious sensation for white 
people to find themselves treated with 
contempt on account of their color by the 
bleached colored people. All the laws and 
regulations still existing which are aimed 
at the colored people will then apply to 
the Caucasian race. We shall have to pass 
a new Civil Rights bill to secure admission 
to hotels and sleeping cars, and we may 
even hear ourselves contemptuously de- 
scribed as “‘ niggers,” should the bleached 
colored people condescend to adopt white 
methods of expression. 

To avoid such an embarrassing situation 
it is to be hoped that the bleacher of Mr. 
BaRnvum’s elephant will find some way of 
accurately imitating the Caucasian com- 
plexion. In that case the ex-colored man 
will be distinguished from the original 
white man only by the quality of his hair. 
Probably a method of straightening Ethio- 
pian hair and repressing the exuberance 
of Ethiopian lips will soon follow the 
grand discovery of bleaching Ethiopian 
skin, and in that case all distinction be- 
tween the two races will at once disappear, 
and the negro question will vanish from 
our politics, never to reappear. 


Gov. Orpway, of Dakota, is another 
Territorial Governor who is in trouble, 
and who is inclined to play the part of an 
indignant innocent. Attorney-General 
BREWSTER has directed the United States 
Attorney for Dakota to make inquiry into 
the official acts of the Governor, where- 
upon ORrpway testily demands ‘‘for the 
fourth time,” as he says, that he be called 
to testify in his own behalf. The United 
States Attorney cruelly informs the Gov- 
ernor that his peremptory request cannot 
be granted. The fact is, that Territorial 
officers forget, too often, that a Ter- 
ritory and all its governmental frame- 
work is a creature of the National Govern- 
ment and may be wiped out any day. 
Gov. OrDwWay is only a “tadpole Gov- 


‘ernor,” whose chief virtue should be that 


of modesty. 


There is great excitement in New-Or- 
leans over the election for State and mu- 
nicipal officers which takes place to-mor- 
row. Heretofore, the vote of that ring- 
ridden city has been as completely in the 
hands of the Democratic junta as it could 
be if no man were allowed to cast a ballot 
without their permission. People grew 
weary of depositing votes that were not 
counted. This year there has been a po- 
litical upheaval, as well as a careful regis- 
tration, and a grim determination ex- 
pressed in favor of an honest count. The 
hoodlums and ballot-box corrupters will 
die hard, but honest citizens cherish the 
belief that they will have a fair election. 
The Democrats of the ring, it is allowed, 
will have about 15,000 votes. The regis- 
tration shows 41,000 voters, of whom 
9,000 are colored. The Independents and 
the Republicans hope to have a large ma- 
jority for their municipal ticket, and there

are confident of his election. 


The pects oF recently published of the 
capricious crWzities of King JOHN of Abyssinia 
—whose aid the English are now inviting for the 
projected relief of Khartoum—contrast very 
strikingly with the description given of his Maj- 
esty’s personal habits by a British traveler who 
was for some timea guest in the royal camp at 
Ambachura. According to him, the King rose 
at3o’clock every morning and read the Psalms of 
David (he being a Nestorian Christian) for a 
couple of hours. Then he went to church, after 
which, before tasting food, he frequently sat 
administering justice for a considerable time. 
The rest of the day was divided between the cus- 
tomary hospitalities of the camp, riding out to 
indulge in the martial game of ** gohak,” (a kind 
of light javelin,) and attending to State affairs, 
“Twoorthree hours,” continues the narrator, 
“were reserved by his Majesty for study, and by 
9 o’clock he was in bed, as became one who rose 
60 early.” If these details are authentic, it would 
be fortunate for the civilized world were all 
Kings as well employed.

If there is anything one lawyer enjoys it 
is to pulverize another. This entertaining spec- 
tacle is offered by the controversy over the Civil 
Code now pending in a dizzy, uncertain state be- 
tween law and not-law. Certain lawyers having 
undertaken to criticise this Code, specifically ob- 
jected to 47 of its 1,871 sections; certain other 
lawyers undertook to answer them. One assail- 
ant of the Code objected to it because of its occa- 
sional technical expressions. His opinion is 
collated with that of another critic, who re- 
gretted that the entire code is not technically 
drawn. One critic comprehensively declared 
that during 150 years the courts had not made as 
many errors as were contained in the single title 
“Insurence” in the Code. Whereupon he is re- 
ferred to the last 11 volumes of the Court of 
Appeals, which alone contain 18 reversed cases, 
being exactly the number of errors indicated 
in the criticised title. And it is shown be- 
yond doubt that scarcely one of these critics of 
a codified law had read it all. Thus what they 
declare as faults or omissions of one section are 
contained or remedied by clauses in the appro- 
priate places. In brief, of 47 objections 45 are 
answered, and the other two are shown to be of 
doubtful force. It is singular, but, we believe, 
true, that no single objection to the Code has 
been made by any one in favor of codification. 
Twice the Legislature has passed. Overand over 
again its critics have been answered, and still the 
law is not codified, and the common law, which 
is often uncommon nonsense, goes creeping up 
into other thousands of volumes. Chief-Justice 
COLERIDGE wittily and aptly put the chief argu- 
ment in favor of a Code, in his speech in this city, 
when he told the following anecdote: 


“These three men were in a London club, and 
the Baron said that he had joined in the filling of 
sixteen volumes of ‘Meeson & Welsby.’ and that 
that was a very great thing, indeed, for any man 
todo. Sir Wrirr1AM ERLE, with more candor 
than penny 6 replied that it was a fortunate 
thing there had not been a seventeenth vol- 
ume of ‘Meeson & Welsby,’ for if there had the 
common law would disappear from creation 
amid the universal jeers and hisses of mankind, 
and CHARLES AUSTIN followed up this observa- 
tion of Sir WrxL1AM ERLEin this way; he said: 
*I have heard you say that before, n, and 
suppose there is something in it; but now, in 
candor—in the palace of truth—do you think 
that the world, or that England itself, would 
have been the least worse off if every case in 
every volume of *Meeson & Welsby’ had been 
decided the other way ?’”’

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THE ELECTION IN LOUISIANA. 

The general election in tho State of Lou- 
isiana occurs to-morrow, when State officers 
and members of the Legislature will be chosen, 
and several proposed amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the State will be voted upon. The 
Executive officers to be elected are Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, Treasurer, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Secretary of State, Auditor, and Super- 
intendent of Instruction, and for these positions 
there are complete Republican and Democratic 
tickets in the field, the Republican nominee for 
Governor being John A. Stevenson, and 
the Democratic Samuel D. McEnery, the 
present incumbent.

The 
best work of the evening was done by Mme, 
Materna, who was heard ina duet from “ Got 
terdiimmerung,”’ and in the prayer from ** Taun- 
hiiuser.”” Mme. Materna’s voice has lost neither 
richness nor power, and has gained firmness sincé 
she was heard in the United Statestwo years 
since; her mastery of her tones has become far 
more thorough, andif yesterday’s singing is to 
be accepted as final evidence of what she can acx 
complish she has overcome a tendency to sin 
out of tune, to which she formerly yielded wit 
Ss frequency. The duet from the 
final opera of the trilogy is a pretty 
tedious affair in the concert room, 
and better fitted for declamatory thax 
for vocal purposes, but the prayer from * Tann< 
hiiuser” is a lovely specimen of xpress can< 
tabile, and it was very Loe! rendered. by the 
Austrian soprano. Herr Winkelmann, who sang 
in the duet, has a powerful tenor voice, but he ap- 
pears possessed of much less refinement of style 
than Signor Scaria. It will be well, however, to 
hearken to him ina more trying local than Stein- 
way Hall before forming an opinion of his merits. 
His performance in Sucher’s * Waldfriulein,” in 
which Miss Juch and a mixed chorus were also 
concerned, pleased’ more than his efforts in the 
number from ‘*Gotterdiimmerung.” Herr Sca- 
ria sang “* Pogner’s Rede,” as on Friday and Sat- 
urday, and his intonation was more persistently 
faulty than on either of the artist’s previous 
appearances. It would seem as if false sing- 
ing were as distinctive a characteristic of 
Wagnerian singers as_ restlessness, din, and 
bizarrerie are marked features of much of tha 
composer’s music. Mr. Max Heinrich, whose 
fresh, firm, and resonant voice is still unspoiled 
by Wagnerian consonants, intervals, and fortes, 
supplied a_ delightful interpretation .of the 
master’s “Evening Star” song. The chorus of 
the Liederkranz Society was somewhat timid 
in the Wagner selections, but the orchestra was 
as vigorous and correct as usual.

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ONE BANKRUPTCY SYSTEM 


_-o-—— 
PRESENT CONDITION OF THE PRO- 
POSED LEGISLATION. 

AN ATTEMPT TO BE MADE TO BRING THE 
MATTER BEFORE THE HOUSE—AMEND- 
MENTS AGAINST DEALERS IN FUTURES. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Under the rule 
petting apart the third Monday ineach month 
for motions to suspend the rules by committees, 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the House of 
Representatives will to-morrow try to have a 
day fixed for tne consideration of the biil to 
establish a uniform system of bankruptcy, re- 
ported by that committee as a substitute for 
various measures of the same nature which have 
been introduced during the session. The bill is 
the same as that reported by the Senate Commit- 
tee, now under debate in the higher branch. 

The motion to set apart a day for the measure 
in the House will, it is expected, meet with a 
good deal of opposition, and while the friends of a 
uniform system are hoping the motion will be 
adopted, it is by no means certain that their 
wish will be gratified. Some of the members say 
they have no objection to the passage of the 
Bankruptcy bill, but they will vote against its 
consideration, because they think it will provoke 
much debate, and they have enough debatable 
measures on hand for some time to come. The 
House has done little else than waste time inlong 
Bpeeches, they say, and it will be time for more 
substantial work when the tariff discussion is 
over. 

The Senate will probably pass the Bankruptcy 
bill to-morrow, although amendments to be 
offered by Messrs. George and Morgan may carry 
the matter over until Tuesday. One of Mr. 
Morgan’s amendments proposes to add to the list 
of lavolantary bankrupts any person who, being 
insolvent, shall deal in * futures.” The language 
of- the amendment makes a bankruptot any 
insolvent person who shall “sell or buy or agree 
to sell or buy, for delivery ata future period 
longer than three days from the date of 
— 4 sale or purchase, any stocks, bonds. or other 

ecurities, or, except in the ordinary course of 

usiness for the supply of his customers, any 
grain, food, provisions, provender, or cotton, 
wool, sugar, salt, or tobacco, without such ven- 
dor being, at the time of making such contract, 
the owner or assignee, or Trustee of the property 
s0ld or agreed to sold, or the authorized agent 
of such owner, assignee, or Trustee.” This 
proposition has already provoked much discus- 
sion, and, if adopted at all, it will probably be in 
@ much modified form. 

Mr. George has pending an amendmentof a 
similar character which provides that ** no debt 
shall be released by a Gischarge which may be 
due by any bank or individual for deposits or 
loans, either with or without interest, when such

any way any depositor or lender as to his or its

A SENATOR’S WORK FOR ARTHUR. 

Among the bits of political gossip which 
bave been circulated here within a day or two is 
one which concerns the complexion of the Michi- 
gan Republican delegates to the Chicago Con- 
vention. It is said that Senator Conger, whose 
Ewallow-tailed coat makes him a conspicuous ob- 
ject in the Senate chamber, has decided to do 
what he can to secure the election of 


delegates from his State who will vote 
for the renomination of Mr. Arthur. In 
connection with this gossip it is pointed out that 
Frank B. Conger,ason of the Senator and the 
Postmaster of this city, has been named as an 
Arthur delegate from the District of Columbia, 
and that the office of Solicitor of the Treasury, 
made vacant by the death of Judge Ray- 
ner, has been filled by the appointment 
of J. C. Burrows, also of Michigan, whose 
selection for the place was earnestly desired 
by Mr. Conger.

PROSPECTS FOR THE WEEK. 

The Committee on Pensions, Bounty, and 
Back Pay will probably be the first committee 
called in the House of Representatives to-mor- 
row that will present a bill for passage under 
puspension of the rules. That committee will 
take advantage of the very friendly sentiment of 
the House toward the ex-soldiers to push through 
a bill to liberalize the pension laws in very ma- 
terial respects. The most important feature of 
the bill is that it places upon the Government 
the burden of proving in the case of an applica- 
tion for pension on account of disability from 
disease, that the 3 4 camped was unsound when he 
was mustered into the service. 

It is expected that the Committee on Banking 

nd Currency will move to pass the McPherson 
bill, providing for the issue of circulating notes 
to national banking associations to the amount 
of the par value of their bonds deposited to se- 
oure circulation. The fact that many members 
of the House are opposed to any legislation for 
the benefit of national banks may induce the 
committee to move to fix a day for considera- 
tion of the bill, instead of attempting to pass it 
by a two-thirds vote.

OBITUARY. 


EDWARD O. JENKINS. 

Mr. Edward O. Jenkins, the publisher, 
died of pleuro-pneumonia at his residence, No. 
137 West Forty-fourth-street, yesterday morning. 
He had been ill about a week. Mr. Jenkins was 
born in Abergavenny, Wales, Sept. 18, 1817. His 


father, John Jenkins, came to this country in. 


1820, and settled in this city. Edwardentered the 
printing-office of the New-York Evangelist as an 
apprentice in 1832. After learning the printer's 
trade heentered the employ of 8. W. Benedict, 
one of the leading printers at that time, and 
became the manager of the establishment. In 


1844 he began business asa printer on his own 
account at No. 114 Duane-street. He published 
the American Review, conducted by George H. 
Corbin, the American edition of Blackwood, 
and many Jaw reports, and rapidly acquired an 
extensive business. He removed into more com- 
modious quarters, in Frankfort-street, in 1858, 
but his establishment was soon afterward de- 
ptroyed by fire. He next pane the om

}- geanemaameaae which he conducted until his 
death. 

Mr. Jenkins was an ardent Republican in poli- 
tics, but persistently declined to accept nomina- 
tion for office, and particularly disliked the use 
of the “ machine” in politics. e was a member 
of the Board of Education in 1872 and 1873, and 
manifested a deep interest in the cause of edu- 
cation. He became a member of the Rivington- 
Street Presbyterian Church at an early age, and 
remained in that congregation some time after 
jte removal to Second-avenue and Fourteenth- 

treet. Subsequently he transferred his mem- 

rship to the West Presbyterian Church, of 
which the Rev. Dr. Thomas S. Hastings is Pastor, 
In West Forty-second-street. Mr. Jenkins leaves 
B widow, three sons, and three daughters. The 
funeral will take place from the West Presby- 
Yerian Church to-morrow at 3:30 P. M.

THE EMIGRANT POOL 
THE LIKELIHOOD OF ITS BEING AFFECTED 

BY THE STEAM-SHIP WAR. 
Cuicaco, April 20.—A Chicagoan, who 
has just returned from New-York, gives some 
facts of interest about the war between the 
ocean steam-ship lines on immigrant passenger 
rates. The English conference lines have re- 
duced their outward rates to $18 to British and 
$22 to Scandinavian and German ports, and in 
addition pay local agents in the North-west an 
excursion commission of $8 to $5. The gentle- 
man mentioned expects to see the rate down to 
$10 before many days, as some of the 


lines give their sub-agents almost unlimit- 
ed discretion. He says the. trunk lino 
emigrant pool is very shaky. Itisan open secret 
that while the trunk lines profess to adhere to 5 
r cent. commission on westbound emigrant 
usiness, they have for some time past paid more 
than this, and circulars were sent out last night 
from the Chicago offices of the Inman and White 
Star Lines, authorizing their sub-agents through- 
out the West and North-west to deduct 15 per 
cent, on westbound emigrant orders, in connec- 
tion with ocean tickets. This action will, no 
doubt, be promptly met by all other lines, and it 
is believed here that a serious war on emigrant 
rates cannot be avoided. 


Accounts have already been printed of the 
among the steam-ship lines. The relation 
of the emigrant pool to the trouble was thus ex- 
plained in railroad quarters yesterday. Com- 
missions to the amount of 15 per cent. are au- 
thorized, it is alleged, by the Red Star and Amer- 
ican Steam-ship Lines on immigrants_landed at 
Philadelphia and going thence by the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad. An order allowing this commis- 
sion to agents in the West and North-west, 
it is charged, was sent out by Peter F. 
Wright & Sons, the General Agents of 
the lines, some time ago. Before it was 
a member of the emigrant pool, the West Shore 
made emigrant contracts, allowing more than 
thejprescribed pool’commission of 5 per cent. One 
was with an agent in the North-west. This agent 
represented the Thingvalla Line, which carries 
Scandinavian immigrants in opposition to the 
White Star and Inman. The West Shore officers, 
however, say they are terminating these con- 
tracts. Philadelphia business is not included in 
the emigrant pool, and the Red Star and Ameri- 
can lines are making strenuous efforts to divert 
traffic from New-York to that port, although the 
Red Star lands here as well. 

The White Star and Inman Lines have not been 
authorized by the pool to allow 15 per cent. on the 
railroad tickets, but there is some ground for the 
belief that they will be in some way supported in 
tbeir course. A rule of the New-York emigrant 
pon says the steam-ship lines running to New- 

york shall be assisted to make the same (relative 
rates from this port as from other ports, like 
Montreal, Boston, Philadelphia, and ltimore, 
with the same per cent. of commissions. This 
rule is for the purpose of preventing business 


from being diverted to other ports by lower. 


rates and greater commissions than from this 
port. The fight, seme | to the explanation 
given of the situation, will still be among the 
steam-ship lines and not among the railroads, 
even if the emigrant pool takes steps to protect 
the business of the port of New-York. 

It it is not proved that the Pennsylvania is 
sharing the commissions which the Red Star and 
American Lines are said to be paying, the roads 
taking immigrants out of New-York cannot 
very well pro-rate with the steam-ship com- 
panies cutting inland from this port. A course 
that might be pursued would be to reduce the 
immigrant rates to the West without changing 
the commission. While charges have been made 
to the pool authorities against the Red Star Line, 
they have not been accompanied by the actual 
evidence. No formal charges have been made 
against the American Line. The Assistant Com- 
missioner, who is in charge of the pool, had not 
up to last night been apprised of the orders of 
the White Star and Inman Lines. The pool au- 
thorities, whatever measures they adopt, are 
anxious not to become mixed up in the steam- 
ship fight as parties to it.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

Crxycrixnatr, Ohio, April 20.—The Direct- 
ors of the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis 
and Chicago Railroad Company have approved 
the sale of an interest in the Grand Central 


Station to the Baltimore and Ohio and the 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indian- 
apolis, making the three roads equal owners. 
This relieves the first named company from 
making special provision for the payment of its 
floating debt, and the committee appointed to 
issue preferred stock for that purpose has been 
discharged. The station has been enlarged, and 
will probably be used by other roads. 

Boston, Mass., April 20.—A bill in equity 
has been filed by Francis W. Hill and four other 
jarge stockholders of the Maine Central Railroad 
in the United States Circuit Court against the 
Eastern, Boston and Maine,and Maine Central Rail- 
roads, asking an injunction to restrain the exe- 
cution of the lease of the Eastern to the Boston 
and Mame. The petitioners claim that the lease 
places the Maine Central under the control of 
the Boston and Maine through the majority of 
the stock owned by the Eastern. It would ena- 
ble the Boston and Maine to elect the Board of 
Directors of the Maine Central, and thus set 
aside the existing traffic contracts between the 
Maine Central and the Eastern. It is charged 
that unjust discrimination against the earnings 
of the Maine Central renders it incapable of 
paying its dividends and the interest on its bonds,

ACTIVE PREPARATIONS FOR THE 
COMING SEASON. 
CANDIDATES FOR THE ’VARSITY CREW, PRAC- 

TICING IN CAYUGA LAKE— ACTIVITY 

IN BASE-BALL MATTERS. . 

Irnaca, N. Y., April 19.—The athletic 
interests at Cornell University have not for 
years been in a more flourishing condition than 
at present. The new gymnasium, which is now 
in full operation, has induced the students to 
take a very active interest in athletic sports. 
The establishment of a Professorship of Physical 
Culture by the university authorities has also 
done good, and there is now not a little strife 
among thestudents to present fine physiques and 
to have for themselves some special feature of 
excellence in athletics. Dr. Edward Hitchcock, 
who came to Cornell from Amherst College a 
few months ago, has had all the new gymnastic 
apparatus arranged in the main hall of the gym- 
nasium, and nearly every afternoon there are 
from 50 to 100 persons at work developing their 
muscles, while twice that number spend an hour 
in the work at other times during the day. The 
doctor has already begun his examination of 
the students’ physiques, and, according to a 
recent rule made by the Faculty, each male stu- 
dent of the university will have to undergo a 
personal examination. All whoare found physic- 


ally deficient are compelled to take a prescribed 
course of gymnastics under the doctor. Dr. 
Hitchcock reports that thus far he has found 
only a very small number of physically deficient 
persons, and that they willingly put themselves 
under his charge in the gymnasium. 4 another 
year a complete gymnastic course will be laid 
down, and students will then be able to follow 
the same course in veloping their physiques as 
a the German and French educational institu- 
ons. 

The number of persons who have presented 
themselves as candidates for positions in_the 
*Varsity crew this year is unusually large. They 
bave been at work in the Lf penny during the 
past Winter months, and have from the first 
shown a remarkably lively interest in their self- 
imposed work. Indeed, the enthusiasm of sev- 
eral has been so great that they preferred to re- 
main at the university during the Easter vaca- 
tion in order to keep in as good trim as possible 
until the crew was finally selected from their 
number. From the whole number of candidates 
who presented themselves for the ’Varsity crew 
the following have been selected as the most 
eligible ones, and the final selection will be made 
from these during the next fortnight: F. G. Sco- 
field, °84, Newburg, N. Y.; Carl A. Raht, °85, 
Frisco, Utah; Leland Cornell, °87, Albany, N. Y.; 
Herbert S. Howland, 85, Auburn, N. “} J. H. 
Grotecloss, 84, New-York; W. G. Barney, °86, El- 
mira, N. Y.: John B, Pitcher, * 7,Philadelphia. The 
crew isto be four-oared. Of these candidates F. G. 
Scofield and C. A. Raht have already rowed in 
intercollegiate regattas, and did excellent work 
on the Lake George race last year. Scofield will 

robably take the first position in the crew. He 
s 6 feet in height, 20 years and 7 months of age, 
and weighs 180 pounds, but he expects to reduce 
this weight considerably during bis training. C. 
A. Raht will without doubt be the Captain of the 
crew. He is accounted one of the best oarsmen 
at Cornell in several years, and has a cool head 
and great determination—essential character- 
istics in.an exciting boat-race. He was never 
in better condition for training for a regatta. 
He is 22 years and 4 months old, weighs 157 
pounds, and is 5 feet and 734 inchesin height. J. 
H. Grotecloss is considered a very likely person 
for the crew, and his work in the gymnasium has 
shown that he will develop into a strong 
oarsman. Heiscapabie of pulling a a oar 
and of being a “ Jaster’’ in a long race. e is 
now in excellentshape for a hard course of train- 
ing, through which it is the intention of the crew 
to go in preparation for the rowing season. The 
capabilities of Leland Cornell, 86, in an athletic 
line show that he will surely become one of this 
year’screw. He is tall, (as are all the Cornells,) 
weil built, and has scarcely a pound of surplus 
fiesh upon him. He has for weeks been under- 
going a severe course of gymnastic exercise. He 
s the most prominent athlete in the Freshman 
Class and a valuable accession to the athletic cir- 
cles of the university. He is 20 years old, 6 feet 
in height, and weighs 175 pounds. He has pulled 
in several single-scull races, and has shown him- 
self a very promising oarsman. 

This week the gymnasium is forsaken for 
Cayuga Lake, and the several candidates for po- 
sitions on the crew are at work in shells upon 
the water. A large number of the men take long 
pulls every afternoon. Itis expected that the 
oarsman Charles E. Courtney, from Union 
Springs, will be here, and then, after aiding in 
the selection of a crew, remainin Ithaca until 
the latter part of June to coach the oarsmen. 
He will train himself at the same time for races 
in which heintends to enter next season. Court- 
ney’s coaching of the crew here last year was 
highly satisfactory to the students, and the op- 
portunity to secure his services this year was 
eagerly accepted. A new four-oared shell has 
been ordered for the crew, and will be delivered 
herein June. It is to bo of the same manu- 
facture and style as that of last year. 

Through the efforts of ex-Commodore John T. 
Stambaugh and C. A. Raht, of the Cornell Navy, 
Cornell has obtained a position in the race for 
the Childs Cup in Philadelphia about June2]. The 
race was limi to a small number Of college 
crews, and it was not until Columbia lost her 

osition in the contest that Corne}] was admitted. 

he crews now entered for the race are Cornell, 
University of Pennsylvania, and Princeton. A 
second race in which the Cornell crew will con- 
tend is the intercollegiate regatta on Saratoga 
Lake July 4,and the crews she will meet there 
are from Princeton, Dartmouth, University of 
Pennsylvania. and Wesleyan. Last year Cornell 
won the racethere. The efforts of the Directors of 
the navy to raise funds for sending the crew to 
regattas have met with unusual favor, and there 
is every indication that a large sum will be 
raised. Subscription ~— have been circulat- 
edamong the students, and a grand ball to be 
given in the Armory on the 18th inst. is expected 
to add largely to the fund forthecrew. Itis 
proposed to have several amateur entertainments 
in town later for the benefit of the fund. 

In base-ball matters also Cornell is enthusiastic 
this season. The new gymnasium has done much 
good for this form of athletics. A very large 
number of persons have been almost daily prac- 
ticing in the long hall of the “ gym” during the 
past few weeks. with a view to being selected as 
members of the Varsity nine, and the result is 
that there is a large number of persons from 
whom to select good base-ball men. J. H. 
Humphries, 83, who was last year the Captain of 
the Cornell nine, has been here two weeks, and 
under his charge the most eligible ones have been 
coached. The final selection of persons for the 
several positions will be made in a week or two.

MEASURES OF THE SESSION. - 


THE TARIFF FIGHT AND POSTAL TELEGRAPH 


REFORM THE MOST IMPORTANT. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The Morrison Tariff bill, which the 
Democratic tariff fungus predicted would not 
even be considered at all, is now before the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, and over 100 members are 


anxious to speak on it. 

The part played by the Democratic tariff 
fungus has aroused indignation and disgust in 
the once great Democratic Party. A morning 
journal related how Mr. Hiscock, who is always 
aconsistent Republican protectionist, went to 
Mr. Eaton, the once Democrat of Democrats, and 
reminded him to make the objection to consider 


the Morrison Tariff bill. This is, indeed, adding 
insult toinjury. Of course, the object was that 
the opposition to a Democratic measure which 
had received the unanimous Democratic vote of 
the Ways and Means Committee should come not 
from the Republican side of the House but from 
one of the leaders of the Democratic tariff 
fungus. A more humiliating attack toa great 
party cannot possibly be conceived. It was, in- 
deed,a shrewd piece of engineering of the Re- 
publican protectionists, and still a shrewder 
tact of Mr. Randall that he did not allow himself 
to be used for this her: Jame piece of work. 

Well, the combination failed. True, Mr. Mor- 

rison only won by 2 majority, yet it was a 
at victory after all, inasmuch as the combina- 
ion boasted to kill the Morrison bill by some 10 
or 12 majority on the outset. 

In the meantime, it is well known that some of 
the Democratic tariff fungus have heard from 
home since their vote was cast. 

The question for the fifty-five million of con- 
sumers resent is, Whether a revenue estimat- 
ed at $130,000,000 surplus for the fiscal year 1883-4 
shall be reduced, or whether the people shail go 
on paying the heaviest war taxes in time of 
peace. The combination may be strong enough 
to prevent a reduction of the war taxes, but out- 
side of Pennsylvania and few bloated monopoly 
districts the present members will have to give 
cogent reasons to their constituencies why a 
war taxiwas kept intact, and they will have a fine 
time of it in the approaching elections. 

The Morrison Tariff bill may by many be fair- 
ly criticised. But it has, at ali events, the merit 
of proposing and pointing out a reduction of the 
burdens that oppress the people. The main evil 
remains as startling as a glaring comet. We 
have $130,000,000 surplus revenue, and yet the 
peoples representatives refuse a relief of taxes. 

Are the hundreds of thousands of idle workin 
men, the millions of laborers who had to submi 
to lower wages, nay, the misguided strikers 
who have to live from the charity of the half- 
starved working men who still have a pittance— 
are they, I ask, ter off for paying a — cent. 
tax on sugar,a 100 per cent. tax on rice, a 15- 
cent taxon a bushel of potatoes, 70 per cent. 
tax on every vestage of woollen clothing, 45 per 
cent. tax on cotton goods; in fact, a war tax on 
every conceivable article of necessity under the 
distressing circumstances in which they find 
themselves? Wealwayshearthe pet argument 
that if we reduce the price of the necessaries of 
life the working men will have no money to buy 
the cheaper goods. Well, the necessaries of life 
are now dear engough God knows, and we have 
a tariff which may well make the enemy of man- 
kind chuckle, yet we have distress, strikes, and 
starvation rampant in the land. 

This Congress dare not break up without re- 
ducing the burdens of the people, and the Re- 
publican protectionists fully understand and 
fear the danger. In this dilemma they shrewdly 
use the handful of Democratic tariff fungus, as 
the blame must naturally fal] on the Democratic 
Party, which counts 70 majority inthe House. 

But we shall see these machinations thwarted. 
There is no doubt of the Speaker taking the floor 
of the house and fighting with his usual and 
well-known skill for the uction of war taxes. 
The Morrison Tariff bill may be amended in the 
H , but it dare not be killed, in spite of all 
thé sickly Democratic fungus tariff inthe once 
great party. 

POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 

It is pleasant to record from good observation 
that the country will soon rejoice in a cheaper, 
more perfect, and stronger system of telegraph 
service. It is a rfect oasis in the general 
wilderness of political strife to find that this pro- 
he oy measure has not the usual political draw- 

ck, as there seems to be a well-defined desire 
in both parties to further a practical object for 
the benefit of 55,000,000 of agg who resort to 
telegraphing more than the rest of the world. 
The measure is at present in a somewhat crude 
state, and will no doubt be perfected in the Post 
Office Committee, and properly scrutinized and 
amended if necessary in the House. The great 
merit of this postal bill is that while it quasily 
gives a Government prestige, and we may 
almost say security, to telegraphing, it 
does not ask one dollar of Government 
aid. Above all, it does not give Govern- 
ment the power of any patronage, at least 
so it is understood. And this Government 
restige and security is open to competition. 
any Con en still believe that Govern- 
ment should not be allowed to do telegraphing, 
the same as it does the postal service. And there 
is a mee es oe opposition to the Edmunds bill. 
This postal telegraph bill will have the virtue of 
giving the people at least Government protec- 
tion without an absolute Government monopoly. 
And above all, it will reduce that monstrous 
telegraph aligarchi, a combination of old wires, 
patents, electricity, and water, to the laws of 
‘competition and lower rates, which new inven- 
tions have made ble. It is therefore gratify- 
ing to be able report that this important 
measure is the most likely to become law during 

this session of Congress.

THE SERIOUS TERMINATION OF A 
YOUNG GIRL’S LARK. 
WITHOUT HER PARENTS CONSENT SHE GOES 
OUT FOR THE EVENING—A POLICEMAN 

ACCUSED OF SHOOTING HER. 

Kate Murphy, 18 years old, living with 
her parents on the top floor of the tenement- 
house at No. 329 East Thirty-third-street, was 
shot in the left side of the neck and dangerously 
wounded while coming.from a picnic at Wash- 
ington Park, at Sixty-ninth-street and Avenue 
A, at midnight on Saturday. The girl and. her 
friends assert that she was shot by Patrolman 
Thomas Donoghue, of the Twenty-eighth Pre- 
cinct, while he was firing at a gang of young 
rowdies whom he was endeavoring to disperse, 
but the officer denies this. He says that Kate 
was wounded by ‘a shot fired by one of the 
rowdies whom he was endeavoring to drive away. 

The girl left her home early on Saturday even- 
ing to go to confession. After leaving the church 
she went to the picnic of the Junior Sylvan Star 
Coterie, at Washington Park, without the knowl- 
edge or consent of her parents. She was accom- 
panied by Lizzie and Jennie Atkinson and Mi- 
chael Murtha and John Ruby, all of whom are 
neighbors. It being Saturday the festivities end- 
ed at midnight. Kate and her friends 
left the park and proceeded a_short dis- 
tance along Avenue A toward Sixty-ninth- 
street, intending to go to Second-av- 
enue and take the cars for home. 
As the picnickers were leaving the park a gang 
of young ruffians assembled in Avenue A, above 
Seventieth-street, began pelting them with 
stones and dirt. This is a usual amusement for 
the young rowdies of the neighborhood. Patrol- 
man Donoghue was stationed at the entrance of 
the grounds to protect the people. According 
to his story. he started toward the rowdies, 
drawing his revolver, with the’ intention of fir- 
ing over the heads of the crowd to disperse 
them. As he was cocking the weapon the ham- 
mer slipped from beneath his thumb and it was 
discharged. The bullet (goes his left forefinger, 
abrading the skin. This shot was followed by 
six or seven from the crowd of ruffians who had 
been throwing the stones, and one of these bul- 
lets struck Miss Murphy. 

In this assertion the officer is flatly contradicted 
by the wounded girl and her friends. They say 
that there was but one shot fired and that was by 
the policeman. An instant after the shot the 
girl screamed and fell on the ground. The bullet

Her friends 
boarded a Second-avenue car with her and 
took her to her house.

The sister was the only one of 
the family who knew that she was out. Her 
parents bad gone to bed early on Saturday night, 
and supposed that she had come home at the 
conclusion of the church services. 

Kate went to bed without telling her sister 
what had occurred. She went to St. Gabriel's 
Roman Catholic Church in East Thirty-seventh- 
street at 9 o’clock yesterday morning and re- 
turned at 10 o’clock. She was then so weak and 
looked so pale that her parents became 
alarmed and questioned her. She was then 
compelled to show the wound in her 
neck, but she did not tell the truth 
about it even then. She told her father, whose 
anger she dreaded, that she had fallen on her way 
home from church, and had cut her neck. A 
physician was sent for, and thenthe real nature 
of the wound was discovered. The girl had no 
alternative then but to tell how she received it, 
and she informed her father that Policeman 
Donoghue had unintentionally shot her. 

Two surgeons were in attendance upon the girl 
last night. The bullet had been probed for, and 
it was found imbedded in the muscles of the 
neck. It wasnot deemed prudent to make any 
attempt to extract it. The girl’s father went to 
the East Fifty-ninth-street police station and had 
a rather stormy interview with Capt. Gunner. 
It was contended by the Captain that it was im- 
— for the officer to have shot the girl, as 

e was facing in an opposite direction, and an 
elaborate diagram was prepared and exhibited at 
the station to illustrate this pojnt in favor of the 
policeman. There was also an evident desire on 
the part of the police to suppress the case, and 

articulars were not telegraphed to Police 

ead-quarters. Donoghue insisted yesterday that 
the bullet from his pistol did not wound Miss 
Murphy, and was equally positive that she was 
wounded by a shot fired at him. He has notbeen 
suspended, and was on duty as usual last night.

The followin 
day about noon he called at Piper’s saloon and 
told his friend of the change he had made, say- 
ipg that he must go back to New-York and at- 
tend to some business connected with his new 
store. Sturtz was then manager of the estate of 
John Muller; the property being valued at 00, 
000 to $70,000. He also had some property of his 
own. Hetold Piper that he had deposited $300 
in the Broadway Savings Bank that morning to 
the credit of the estate. He appeared to be very 
much excited and on the point of cry but 
refused to state the cause of his emotion. hen 
he went away he shook hands with Piper two 
or —— times. That was the last time Piper ever 
saw him. 

It was afterward learned that Sturtz went to 
Greenwood Cemetery and visited the grave of 
Muller. When he vamapentes the police of both 
cittes were notified and search was made for him. 
Sturtz was a man of good habits, and had a wife 
with whom he lived happily, at No. 214 East Sey- 
enty-fourth-street. r. Piper is inclined to 
think that his friend committed suicide, though 
he knows of no reason why he should.

EACH TELLS A DIFFERENT STORY. 
THE THREE PRISONERS FOR THE MURDER 
OF THE WARD'S ISLAND LUNATIC, 


Three young men who are supposed to 
de implicated in the murder of the imbecile, 
James Ritchie, on Ward’s Island Saturday after- 
noon, are in jail awaiting the action of the Coro- 
ner. The fellow who gave his name as John 
Reilly when he was taken to the police station 
proves to be William Glynn, of No. 428 East One 
Hundred and Seventeenth-street. He says that 
he told a falsehood to keep his name from get- 
ting into the papers. John D. Flannigan, who 
was arrested yesterday morning, is a tool sharp- 
ener, with a wife and family, living at No. 1,957 
Third-avenue. Thomas Brown, the other sup- 

osed occupant of the boat, lives at No. 2,391 
Seatevenne. The police have discovered that 
Brown has already served a term .n the peniten- 
tiary for stealing bones from Ward’sIsland. The 

licemen who caught him at that time, nearly 
Eve years ago, were compelled to give hot chase, 

The suspected men were taken over to the 
island, handcuffed, yesterday, and, under some 
pretense, made to walk about the scene of the 
shooting. Nettie Kennedy and Kittie Wilner, 
the two little girls who witnessed the affair, but 
who had not seen the men since they were ar- 
rested, were called from the engineer’s house and 
asked to pick out the fellow whom they saw run- 
ning across the fields. oe identified Glynn 
and Brown, though not positively, but they did 
not remember seeing Flannigan. 

Three little boys who were playing at the foot 
of One Hundred and Seventeenth-street saw the 
boat land and gave the police information 
which led to the arrest of its occupants. 
Their names are Alian R. Cooley, ed 
12; Edmund Cooley, aged 11, and Arthur 
Levy, aged 13. The Cooley boys identified 
Glynn, but did not recognize either Flannigan 
or Brown. Levy was not able to identify any of 
them. The men made the boat fast and then 
ran into Frederick Bolger’s blacksmith's shop. 
near the quay. Flannigan, it seems, is emplo ed 
a great deal of the time in this shop. When 
tectives Ross 4nd Heard, of the Twelfth Precinct, 
arrested him yesterday morning he dropped a 
little information which led them to search the 
loft above the shop. They found two pistols 
wrapped up ina pair of blue overalls, which were 
muddy and damp with salt water. One of them, 
acheap 32-calibre, had one barrel discharged. 
The other, which was somewhat larger, of the 
Continental make, had two barrels discharged. 
Flannigan denied ali knowledge of both the 
overalis and pistols. 

Coroner Levy had Flannigan Brown, and 
Glynn before him yesterday, but he questioned 
them very little, and avoided ali reference to the 
boat. Brown said that he was at work em | 
up fire-escapes on a building at One Hund 
and Fifty-third-street and Third-avenue until 4 
o'clock Saturday afternoon. He met the other 
two prisoners on the way home, and they were 
walking down One Hundred and Eighteenth- 
street when they were arrested. The young fel- 
lows have had no opportunity to talk together 
since their arrest, and tell a stories. 
Brown has admitted to their being in the boat, 
but claims that they were out rowing. Flanni- 
gan flatly denies that he was in the boat. He 
says that he was home early in the evening and 

ve his wife $27. Ihis story was disproved by 
is wife’s calling at the station-house to look for 
him, saying that she had not seen him. 

Deputy Coroner Donlin and Drs. McDonald 
and Frautmann held an autopsy on Ritchie’s 
body yesterday. The bullet struck him just 
back ot the left ear, and passing clear through 
the skull lodged behind the right ear. The mis- 
tile was split in three or four pieces, but from 
pppearances it came from the smaller of the two 

istols found in the overalls. The body will be 

ken to the Morgue this morning and given to 
relatives for burial. The date for the inquest 
is not set. Commissioners Brennan and Porter 
Were present during the preliminary examina- 
tion. The Police Commissioners will dp 
urged to furnish a patrolman for the Island dur- 
ing the Summer months.

PATIENTS AT AN INSANE ASYLUM. 
THE WORK OF THE NEW-YORK HOSPITAL 
SOCIETY AT BLOOMINGDALE. 

The Governors of the New-York Hos- 
pital Society, which Includes the hospital in 
Chambers-street and the Bloomingdale Insane 
Asylum, have presented their one hundred and 
thirteenth annual report to the Legislature. The 
statement shows that all the institutions are in 
good order and have been efficiently and suc- 
cessfully administered during the past year. The 
Bloomingdale Asylum makes a very good show- 
ing. Thirty-six patients, 15 men and 21 women, 


were discharged completely cured, and 88 im- 
proved, 10 of whom bade fair to recover under 
sufficiently protracted treatment. During the 
Summer and Autumn months excursion parties, 
varying in number from 10 to 40 patients, of both 
sexes, were made semi-weekly, either to one of 
the more quiet seaside resorts or to the asylum 
farm at ite Plains, and with the one saeep- 
tion of the drowning of a young man while in 
bathing, which was an unavoidable accident, no 
untoward event occurred, and the amount of 
pleasure and healthful benefit conferred upon 
those who participated in these excursions can 
hardly be estimated. Twelve patients, four men 
and eight women, accompanied by their attend- 
ants, were boarded in private families in the 
country for periods varying from a few weeks to 
three months, and this proved a great benefit to 
them. It is an interesting fact that 10 of the 12, 
though well satisfied with their accommodations 
while away, were glad to return to the institu- 
tion. . 

Dr. Charles H. Nichols, the Medical Superin- 
tendent of the asylum, in his report says that as 
there is a great want of available skill in the per- 
sonal case of the insane during the periods that 
they are from necessity or choice treated at their 
aomes, a course of three or six months in institu- 
tions for the insane should be added to the cur- 
reculum of the training schools for nurses. Dr. 
Nichols offers to give the graduating nurses 
of the New-York Hospital this extra 
course, which he thinks would be of 
benefit to both the asylum and the nurses. 
The principal improvements made last year in 
the asylum building and grounds were the con- 
struction of macadamized roads and the adding 
of alight, handsome amusement-room, occupy- 
ing the whole fourth floor of the centre building. 
No mechanical restraint was used during the 
whole year, although it was found necessary to 
keep one patient,a man of powerful frame suf- 
tering from acute mania, secluded most of the 
time, as the best means to husband his strength 
and secure the safety of others. 
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THE OREGON’S WONDERFULSPEED. 
FOUR HUNDRED AND FIFTY MILES A DAY 
HER SLOWEST TIME, 

The Guion steam-ship Oregon, which ar- 
rived off Sandy Hook Saturday afternoon, after 
having made the quickest passage on record, 
came up to her dock yesterday morning. Her 
corrected time from Queenstown to Sandy Hook 
was6 days 10 hours and 10 minutes. Her best 
day’s run during the voyage was 472 miles and 
her poorest 440. Her average was over 450 miles 
a day, or nearly 19 miles an hour. According 
to the log of the Oregon she traveled in 


all 2,861 miles. ‘his is 100. miles more 
than was made by the Alaska on her quickest 
voyage. The days’runs of the Oregon were as 
follows: April 14, 440 miles; 15, 460; 16, 455; 17, 
£70; 18, 469, and 19, 472. This leaves 95 miles, 
which the steamer made between noon on Satur- 
day and 5:47 the same afternoon. She left 
Queenstown at noon on Aprill13. She had good 
weather during the greater portion of the voy- 
rege. It was quite foggy on the Banks of New- 
foundiand, however, and considerable ice was 
seen, although the steamer went considerably to 
the southward of her usual course. While pro- 
ceeding up Gedney’s Channel she struck on a 
shoal. The rising tide, however, enabled her to 
fioat off, and she reached Quarantine at about 8 
o’clock So moggee J morning. 4 
Capt. Price stated that the ship behaved admi- 
rably throughout the penne. er engines had 
not before been put to anything like a test. The 
chief engineer says that he will be able to im- 
rove even on this wonderful performance dur- 
ae this last voyage. Among the Oregon's pas- 
gengers were the Hon. John W. Foster, United 
States Minister to Madrid; the Hon. G. M. Hut- 
ton, United Stutes Consul at St. Petersburg; Mr. 
E. Beaumont, member of Parliament; J. B. 
Eads, C. E.; Col. James Andrews, Col. Calvin 
& Brice, Col. J. H. Britton, Henry George, 
William Arbuthnot, Capt. Elmsworth, Capt. J. 
C. Nickells, Sidney and J. Otto Paget, and 
Charles Asplin. The cabin passengers signed a 
testimonial, in which the Oregon, Capt. Price, 
the chief engineer, and the other officers are very 
highly praised.

A PRAYER FOR QUEEN VICTORIA. 
MANY ENGLISHMEN ATTEND A SERVICE TO 
ST. GEORGE THE MARTYR. 

A service in memory of St, George the 
Martyr was held yesterday morning in the 
Church of St. John the Evangelist, where the 
members of the Free Anglo-American Church 
of St. George the Martyr worship by invita- 
tion. A large proportion of the congregation 
were evidently Englishmen, and the services 
were conducted by the Rev. B, F. De Costa, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Dr. Dé Puy, of the Church of 
Saint Esprit, and Mr. Hopkins, of the Theolog- 
ical Seminary, who read the usual morning serv- 
ice of the Episcopal Church. Immediately 


after the prayer tor the President of the United 
States many who were in the pews were aston- 
ished at hearing a prayer for * the most sover- 
eign lady Queen Victoria and the royal family of 
England,” but it was afterward explained that 
by arrangement between the two congregations 
a prayer for Queen Victoria was offered once a 
month. Just before the singing of the second 
hymn the minister informed the congregation 
that there was a rwe for ail to rise when the 
clergy were retiring at the end of the service, 
and to remain standing until they had passed 
out, and he hoped they would observe it. 

Dr. De Costa took his text from the passage, 
“ Put on the armor of God,” and remarked that 
the armed, watchful soldier was the simile of a 
true Christian. It was only of late that the dis- 
covery had been made that St. George the Mar- 
tyr, the patren saint of England, and who was 
venerated in the Christian world, was nota myth 
nor George the Heretic, the usurping Bishop of 
Alexandria, with whom learned writers had er- 
roneously identified him. George of Alexandria 
was born in Cappadocia, and after usurping the 
Alexandria bishopric proceeded to rob and op- 

ress the heathen inhabitants of that city, who 

nally rose in revolt and killed him. After his 
death his old associates, who had belonged to the 
same ring, dubbed him a saint, but he was not 
recognized in the Catholic Church. Eusebius 
mentioned the martyrdom of a man supposed to 
be the genuine St. George, who was killed 72 
years before the heretical George. and in Pales- 
tine there could be found the ruins of a church 
that had been dedicated to St.George the Martyr 
15 oy | before the death of George of Alexan- 
dria. In Constantinople also a church was built 
to that saint 24 years before the death of the her- 
etic. There could, therefore, be no doubt that 
there were two Georges. :

He was born in Lydda 
and served in the Roman Army. Near Beyrout, 
in Syria, the spot where he had the conflict with 
the dragon was still pointed out. He may bave 
found the monster tumbling about in the surf 
and attacked it, and some friend who witnessed 
the fight may have wound the story in a shroud 
of mystery and romance.

THE MONTEFIORE HOME. 

Sir Moses Montefiore, the honored Jewish 
philanthropist, will be 100 years old next October. 
It is the desire of the Jewish residents of this city 
to commemorate the event in a way that will 


not only be a fitting compliment tothe noted 
centenarian, but will also confer lasting bene- 
fits on the race which Sir Moses bas done so much 
to elevate. Representatives of Jewish congre- 
gations and charitable institutions have dis- 
cussed this matter and have concluded to advo- 
cate the immediate establishment in New-York 
of a Home for Chronic Invalids, which shall bear 
the name of Montefiore. lt is urged that the 
proposed Home is a necessary link in the great 
chain of Hebrew charities which already stretches 
through this community. 

Besides the first cost of establishing the pro- 
posed Home, it will require a minimum income 

f $20,000 a year to support it. To ascertain 
whether such support can be counted upon a 
systematic appeal isto be made to various per- 
sons of means and influence. Contributors may 
become ** members” by the payment of $10 yearly 
dues or “ patrons”’ by the payment of $25 a year. 
It is also proposed to receive giftsin any amounts 
for the purpose of establishing the Home and for 
the creation of a permanent fund. A _ personal 
gift of $2,500 will entitle the donor to have one 
room—known as a “ Founder’s Room’—named 
after him or her. If a sufficient number of re- 
sponses to the appeal are received, a meeting of 
contributors will be called to create a permanent 
organization.

SOUVENIRS OF THE BEAR ".7ANTED. 


VISITORS TO THE SHIP WHICH IS TO SAIL 
FIRST IN SEARCH OF GREELY. 

“Please give us a piece of string or a 
chip,” said a lady yesterday afternoon as she 
stepped up the gang-plank leading to the steam- 
ship Bear; ‘“‘we know you are never coming 
back, and I for one want something as a souve- 
nir.” 

The handsome young Lieutenant to whom these 
words were addressed clambered down from the 
quarter-deck to the grimy deck below and, 
picking up a piece of string, handed it to his fair 
applicant, who retired to the walk without 
coming on board. 

“ That is the way things have gone for a week,” 
said the Lieutenant. ‘“*We have been overrun 
with visitors, mostly ladies, and all want some- 
thing to remember us by.”” He added, musingly: 
“I wish they would ask for my picture. They 
could have it just as well as these chips or bits of 
cordage they all seem to want, and it would bea 
far op mega thing for me.” 

Allday yesterday throngs of visitérs passed 
through the ph ope al gre of the navy-yard 
in Brooklyn, and all asked the same question of 
the jaunty marine pacing his beat within— 
**Where isthe Bear?” Directed to the proper 
locality, they clambered on board and, under 
the guidanee of the urbane officers, visi ever 
nook in the ship, and were not satisfied until 
 aesgaaaeal relating to the expedition had been 
The Bear is about ready for sea, andif no un- 
foreseen accident should occur will positively sail 
early on Thursday morning in search of Lieut. 
Greely. She was taking in coal all day yesterday 
and at nightfall Lieut. Reynolds said that she had 
on board nearly her full load of 560tons. She will 
steam direct to St. John, Newfoundland, where, 
after coaling, she will go direct to Disco, Green- 
jand, and await there the arrival of the other ves- 
sels of the expedition. No polar expedition has 
ever been so thoroughly equipped as the present 
one. Very few a have been made in the 
interior of the Bear. On the deck, forward, there 
has been built a commodious deck-house for the 
quarters of the crew. There are 26 berths, which 
are all lined with felt and separated by 
narrow pamages from the bulwarks. The 
room is hea by an immense stove, and run- 
ni lengthwise is a long table to be used for 
dining, and around which, lighted from the 
swinging wane above, the crew will pass the 
long arctic night. Forwa in the forecastle, 
bunks have been fitted for tne two Esquimaux 
who will be taken on at Disco, and quarters have 
also been made in it for the two teams of 20 
dogs which will also be procured at Disco. The 
Bear is provided with four whale-boats, made of 
cedar and shod with heavy oaken runners, en- 


abling them to be drawn easily over the ice, and ‘ 


two dories. She also has a steam whale-boat, 
provided with an attachment by which the small 
screw can be lifted ata moment’s warning from 
its basket covering up into the boat. 

The Thetis, now in charge of Lieut. S.C, Lemly, 
is almost ready to sail also, and her officers ex- 
pect she will get off on May 1. Her appointments 
are the same as those of the Bear. Both have 
been fitted with extra diagonal braces, to better 
withstand the pressure of theice floes. Each ves- 
sel will carry a force of eight officers and a crew 
of 27, not including the uimaux, and each is 
provided with two extra propellers and an extra 
rudder. The Thetis has for a cook the China- 
man Tong Sing, of the Jeannette; the similar 
functionary of the Bear, who was procured with 
the greatest difficulty, is a Franco-German 
from Strasburg. Each vessel*carries pro- 
visions for two years and is provided with 
a condensing apparatus, which will provide the 
necessary water supply. The clothing and sup- 
plies for the expedition are —- for any emer- 
paw. The clothing furnished consists of one 

eavy overcoat, two jackets, two uniform 
suits of very heavy cloth, one half-dozen pairs 
of arctic trousers, made of cloth to fit close be- 
low the knee to enable the boot to be drawn 
over them; one pair of rawhide sporting boots, 
two pairs of sealskin boots, one half-dozen suits 
of flannel underwear, two fur suits, and one 
dozen pairs of long woolen stockings, which 
cover the leg nearly to the thigh. Every- 
thing has been done to make the officers 
and men comfortable. The officers pony 
concur inthe opinion that Greely and his men 
are dead, and that the present expedition will so 
find, and. return about Noy.1. Some of them 
fear that they will be compelled to pass at least 
one Winter within the arctic circle. One of 
them said yesterday: “1 hope this is the last we 
shall hear of arctic explorations. We are going 
to rescue our fellow-men, and, of course, I go 
wee enough for that purpose; but if, when 
we get up there and find,as I believe we shall, 
that the party is dead, I for one will not be will- 
ingto goany further and seek fame in the pur- 
suit of that will-o’-the-wisp, the north pole.” 

All the officers speak bitterly of the attempt to 
a Engineer Melville, of the Jeannette, who 

as been detailed to the Thetis, from accompany- 
ing the ex ition, several of them saying that 
to have him remain at home would go far to 
cripple the expedition at the start. Ice Pilot 
Norman, of the Thetis, who accompanied the 
Tigris and Proteus, prophesies an open Sum- 
mer, and declares that the expedition will return 
in the Fall either with Greely and the survivors 
of his party or with definite news as to his fate. 
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THE EXCISE LAW IN BROOKLYN. 
—_--—~.- —- 
MR. BEECHER ASKS FOR AID FOR THE 
LEAGUE THAT ENFORCES IT, 

The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher occupied 
his pulpit again yesterday morning afteratwo 
weeks’ absence ona lecturetour. In his opening 
prayer he asked that “in the things which will 
arouse interest and excitement in the coming 
months may the spirit of the Lord control, and 
may the things that are best prevail whether they 
are wanted or not.” 

In calling attention to the collection for the 
Citizens’ Excise League, Mr. Beecher said that the 
movement was the most important in his day. 
Though but a year old, it had been a great suc- 
cess. It had agents in every ward to watch 
places where the law was formerly violated. 
“The law.” said Mr. Beecher, “ requires all 
liquor-sellers to close up their business on Sun- 


day, but this law has been flagrantlyfand flaunt- 
ingly disobeyed. Now more than 3800 places 
which were kept open are closed. The law that 
no liquor should be sold to minors was notori- 
ousiy evaded by vicious construction or no con- 
struction at all and trampled under foot. There 
are not half the violations of the law now that 
there were before this league began its labors. 
The society needs money to pay for services in 
its wisely conducted and successful! work.” 

Mr. Beecher preached upon “*The Manifold 
Christ.” Christ, he said, is revealed to different 
men in different ways. To some he is the his- 
toric Christ. The imagination reconstructs the 
Saviour as he appears in history. “ But this his- 
torical picture,” said Mr. her, **is no more 
the real Christ to you than the Holy Child and 
Mother were the Virgin and Son to the old art- 
ists. Their mistresses sat to them for the like- 
ness, and they painted them and called the pict- 
ures Madonnas. But what did they care if the 
color was right and the picture fiamed in the 
gallery. It was merely an imaginary thing, 
framed in history for artistic purposes.” There 
is also the Christ of the intellect, the preacher 
said, ** the product of thought-power, the resu!t 
of analysis.” It dissects all the parts of His life 
and questions all the features of His 
development. “The Christof the intellect,” 
continued Mr. Beecher, “is only good so 
far as it helps and invigorates the Christ of 
faith and love. Alone itisno more Christ than 
the anatomy of a man is your husband or father. 
Yet this is the Christ for which men have fought. 
This is the Christ for which all the orthodox sects 
contend. 

“ Then,” continued Mr. Beecher, “ there is the 
symbolic Christ, that all the zsthetic, the beauty 
and art loving natures feel, the Christ of crosses, 
ceremonies, processions, and church pictures. It 
ministers only to one side of human nature and 
falls short of the glorious reality offered to him 
who comprehends all sides of Christ,” And last 
there is the Chnst in man as portrayed in the 
New Testament. “A man,” said Mr. Beecher 
“ is privileged to have Christ born in him out of 
the elements of necessity in him to suit his 
nature and the events and evolutions of his life. 
He is formed out of your yearnings and aspira- 
tions, your joys and temptations in the days and 
years in which every facet of the diamond soul 
refiects the Lord.”
